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PREFACE. 


It is in the purpose of this thesis to reveal and 
to emphasize some of the outstanding differences between 
the life and teachings of Jesus and organized Christian- 
ity. No implications are made to the effect that this 
great religion has been a failure. And the writer is 


fully aware of its many enemies who are all too quick 
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to make such a judgment. In defense against this con- 
-demnatory pronouncement, it is safe to say that Christ- 
ianity has not yet been really tried. However, this 
thesis does not eulogize the non-essential accretions, 
the perversions, and the anti-Christian attitudes with 
which Christianity has long been associated. It is be- 
cause there is such a widespread lack of discrimination 
in this matter that this tnesis is written, 

Just what the prevailing ' Zeitgeist ' of contempor- 
ary Christianity is, perhaps, becomes one of the deepest 
questions of our day. Today, even as in the day of 
Jesus, people find it easier to ' discern the face of 
the sky' than to 'discern the signs of the times." The 
writer does not wish to be misunderstood in the use of 
these words as being a religious fanatic of "The Lord's 
Day" -- nothing of the sort. Nevertheless, in sincere 
respect to our question, ( Zeitgeist ) the present age 
finds it nearly as difficult to "discern between their 
right hand and their left nand.." as did Nineveh of 
Jonah's day. And it certainly would not be going too 
far to say that a revolution in life values is a very 


much needed thing so that this generation could say with 
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Count Leo Tolstoy after conversion that " the direction 
of my life, my desires became different: what was good 
and bad changed places." Jesus called the generation 
of his day "wicked and adulterous", and had to stand 
alone, one against the whole field. Most people today 
would not be surprised to hear Jesus, if he should come 
back again, say about the religion which bears his name, 
"If this is Christianity, then I am no Christian." This 
phrase is familiar to most of us by now. 

Nearly every great civilization of the past has 
gone to its doom unaware of its destructive forces. Grave 
dangers were usually overlooked in the face of high and 
easy optimism. The following words from the Book of 
Micah typify this situation well: 

"The heads thereof judge for reward, and the 
priests thereof teach for hire, and the prophets thereof 
Givine for money: yet will they lean upon the Lord and 
say, Is not the Lord among us? none evil can come upon 
us. Therefore shall Zion for your sake be plowed as a 
field, and Jerusalem shall become heaps...." Micah iii:II. 

Prosperity together with its soft optimism is often 
civilization's worst enemy<--after eating and drinking 
he rises up to play--he forgets God. The toils and 


labors of previous generations ere consumed upon its own 


selfish desires. The usual fate of the third generation 
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which inherits the fortunes of its grandparents is 
quite familiar to all of us. And it is not without 

| ground that these words of St. Paul can be repeated 
with respect to certain dangerous trends in our own 
generation: "For the mystery of iniquity doth elready 
work..." Thess: ii; 7. This may all sound to the 
tune of ' doom' , however, history is full of the 
crash and tumble of empires. 

‘In connection with the materials, the thoughts . 
and the ideas of this thesis, Emerson's words will 
give some light: " A certain awkwardness marks the 
use of borrowed thoughts; but as soon as we have learned 
what to do with them they become our own. Thus all 


originality is relative."

Two Age-old Conflicting Views of Life. 


Perhaps all of the great achievements of man can 
be diréctly attributed to potential dynamics of the 
Eternal Spirit. "For it was by him", writes St. Paul, 

“ that all things were created both in heaven and on 
earth, both seen and the unseen, including Thrones, an- 
gelic Lords, celestial Powers and Rulers; all things 
have been created by him and for him; he is prior to all 


and all coheres in him." Col. i: I6. And it is with 
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this ultimate reality of the universe underlying all 
external manifestations with which this thesis is 

, chiefly concerned. When spring comes, the multitudi- 
nous forms of nature burst forth into life. And when 
this unseen life-giving force recedes in the winter, 
only the dead forms are left. What we have to deal 
with in the concrete are merely paterns and organizat- 
ions for the expression of life. Taking this as an 
analogy into the moral realm of the spirit and the 
various forms of society, our study becomes a little 
clearer. If there is any taint of dualism traceable 
here, it should be taken in the sense of spiritual 
perversion rather than as two opposing forces. For an 
example, the following description will make this posit- 
ion obvious: 

"Much of our contemporary Christianity is 
not making the people better, but worse. It accentuates 
bitterness, brings out meanness, sometimes ignorance 
and bigotry, divides those who might else be brotherly, 
and lapses from its nigh possibilitiem into a force for 
spiritual deterioration and decay. But it is that be- 
cause it is not really Christian." * 

Very much like electricity, the spiritual dynamics 


of religion can work for ill or good to man. Perhaps 


a greater part of history must be given over to the harm-

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. ful perversions of religion, as for example, "The Wars 
of Religion". A short-circuit in the current can burn 
‘up a whole culture. And the real power can be dissipat- 
ed by resistences long before it reaches fulfillment. 
Thus we can understand why the actual dynamics of Christ- 
lanity come to naught, especially when we contemplate 
the excessive ritualisms, creeds, and other non-vital 
elements often substituted for Christianity. However, 
it is nae that the more power man becomes possessor of, 
the more he is tempted to abuse it and this brings us 
immediately to the two age-old views of life--e.g., 
optimism and.pessimism. And this is only netural. Like 
Sisyphus of Greek myth, civilization rolls its stones 
of accomplishment up the steep slopes of adversity only 
to let them slip just within poe of the top. And the 
process seems to go on and on. Is it any wonder then 
that some are wane to say that the whole business is a 
bad mess and others that the situation 1s hnopeiul? 

The optimist likes the company of nopeiul spirits 
who pelieve with him that a new era OI prosperity is 
about to dawn--"rejoice anda be exceeding glaa.." On the 


otner hand, the pessimist is prone to shake his head 
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over a world out of joint and lament the loss of the 
“good old days". An army of both classes has peen 
erates s by our present social order, It is only 
logical, owing to social custom, that the optimist is 
bid a better chance since his voice conrorms to the 
tune or prosperity. The pessimist rairs not so well. 
No civilization wishes to be disturbed Irom its self- 
complacency by contrary winds: One can imagine what 
place the pessimist had during the building of the 
Great Pyramide of Egypt? Nevertheless, as it was, the 
Pyramide proved to be a futile waste of energy and 
the voice of the pessimist finds expression in the 
appeal of time. And the optimist cannot say that hist- 
ory offers him a cushion to lie down on. Yet, neither 
optimist nor pessimist seem to be quite true to the 
facts. Both are inclined to be a little extreme from 
the actual point. They exaggerate, perhaps, both in 
equal and opposite directions. Without any compromise 
the position taken in this thesis is one of optimistic- 
pessimism with reference to the present status of 


Christendom. 
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"The more things improve, the louder become the 
exclamations about their badness." Herbert Spencer. 

“You wonder why Christianity makes such slow 
progress among us," speaks an Oriental. "I will tell 
you why. It is because you are not like your Christ." 
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Whither Civilization? The Direction and Trend-- 
Wnoat Some Leading Thinkers Have fo Say. 


Dr. Jon Alfred Mjoen in his lecture on “The Rise 
and Fall of Nations” * attributes everything, as it 
were, to eugenics, If a nation ralls it is because 
the stock has beet eeecue rst ed by the mixing in of 
inferior blood. Important as this well-known argument 
may be, it fails to take into consideration the whole 
story. The 'blind-spot' in mans* way of seeing things 
has played its toll of havoc as the situation in the 
World War witnesses through propaganda. The average 
newspaper reporter sees things only in terms of news- 
paper stereotypes. What doesn't fit into that, he will 


not see. With this in mind, let us go to sources other

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than the one given by Dr. Mjoen, in order to understand 
present social maladjustments and for the purposes of 
‘this thesis, the spiritual source is taken as the ulti- 
_ mate. The great issue today seems to be between mater- 
lalism and spiritualism with reference to explaining the 
universe, The difference between them is tremendous, 
The former attributes the creation of the universe to 
the atom; the latter, to the Eternal Spirit. If we say 
that matter is the final absolute, freedom, moral choice, 
and purpose must go. Fatalism and determinism follow 
the materialistic conception. Of this mind Oswald 
Spengler is typical. He scoffs at mans' endeavors to 
better his conditions. He asserts that civilizations 
grow and die as organisms do; and tnat neitner science 
nor philosophy can change the fate that produces and de- 
stroys them. * This view would not give warrent to the 
writing of a treatise like this. And if pessinism 
appears to dominate in this writing, it is because the 
other view of life has been taken. It is here that 
grounds for criticism can be found. Man is the master 


of his fate to a large degree. While the universe

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can be explained somewhat upon the mecnanistic basis 
it still remaines that there is purpose behind the 
mechanism. And it is relative to this purpose and to 
mans' orientation thereto, that we direct our thought. 
Generally, criticism is in danger of the 'blind- 
spot' as mention has been made. The same holdstrue of 
much of the widespread criticism made upon Christianity. 
Dean Inge, in one of his recent articles in a current 
magazine, sees that much of this criticism is unfair 
and even foul. Indifference, nowever, may be said to 
be guilty of worse than this. In the words of Presi- 
dent Hyde: “Indifference is the largest factor, though 
not the ugliest form in the production of evil".* No 
long ago, after statisticians gave 576,000,000 as the 
number of Christians in the world, a seculer journal re- 


marked, “We sometimes have our hours of depression when 
we wonder where they live..."** Surely the situation 


calls for a mind of battle, however, without carnal 
weapons. fo remain indifferent to the great evils of 
our generation would make one an elly to the forces of 
destruction. "He that gathereth not with me, scatter- 
eth", seys Jesus.

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"Society today," says Sherwood Eddy," seems to be semi- 
pegan, while organized religion lacks the spiritual 
dynamic to transform it. Our social order is character- 
ized by gross inequality of privilege; vast wealth un- 
shared, side by side witn poverty unrelieved; flagrant 
luxury end waste confronted by unemployment, poverty, and 
want; costly nomes and resorts for the rich, and reeking 
Slums and disgraceful housing conditions for the poor. 
"Our present order results in e world of strife; 
between contending nations each one of which is « law 
unto itself in an international anarchy leading peri- 
odically to overt war." * 
And Gustave Le Bon, tells us in his book "The 
World Unbalanced" that the great national powers of 
the world never nated one another as bitterly as they 
do now, these years after the World War. This does 
not sound like any paradise for the optimist to recline 
himself in. To be sure, the presentation of such a 
Situation would even cause many optiwists to laugh. 
Regardless of this, nowever, the facts are before us. 
And some of them are quite serious, to say the least. 
Well, for one thing, there is a subtle tendency 
for Christianity to fall beneath itself--a helf-heaerted 
and mediocre position and that with an air of self- 
Satisfaction. Did not our Lord tell us thet the king- 
dom of heaven is like a little leaven which will leaven 
the whole world? But he also was most concerned about 


another leaven, which he called the ' leaven of the 


Pharisees' and which he knew to be more versatile and

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aggressive than his disciples knew. It is present today. 
Is there any real reason for people saying that Christ- 
“fanity is a religion which is effective only in time of 
peace? It seems to sanction "armed peace"? And whan 
war breaks out, it forgets peace? What Caristianity 
professes to believe in and what it really lives by 
might incur upon itself this injunction, made by Jesus, 
himself; “Why call ye me Lord, Lord, and do not the 
things I command ye?" Christianity seems to do many 
wonderful works in the name of Jesus, but what about 

the spirit of Jesus? To be sure, as somebody has put 
or "I can see the steady gain of man", progress must be 
noted, It is questionable whether our progress is 
emelioration or not. Externally, it is safe to say 
progress has been made. It is quite comuon to rational- 
ize one's postion by falling back upon the idea that 
amelioration is inevitable by virtue of the unlimited 
potentialities for growth and development as found in 
the doctrine of evolution. This notion is false, in 

one direction, anyway. This physical world will some 
day "wax old as doth an old garment" and it is a quest- 


ion: whether man will grasp the light in time. "All the 
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world is a stage, and every man is an actor", may be 
true. It remains to be seen whether man will find the 
real plot of this play before the stage-setting is 
taken away? The Divine Purpose will win ultimately, 
possibly in this world, but certainly in the next. 
Let us see what some of our modern tninkers have to 
say about the destiny of our civilization: 


"Shortly before his death, Dr. G. Stanley Hall 
wrote: 'Not since the fall of the Roman Empire, or at 
least since the Thirty-Years' War, which swept away 
one-third of the population of Europe, has the Western 
World faced so many troubles or had so many prophets 
of disaster as at present.' Dean Inge asserts his be- 
lief that: 'We are witnessing the suicide of a social 
order, and our descendants will marvel at our madness,.' 
George Santayana, formerly Professor of Philosophy at 
Harvard, says: ‘Civilization is perhaps approaching 
one of these long winters that overtake it from time 
to time.' Mr. H.G. Wells, who no doubt has a sweeping 
perspective of history, says: ‘Destruction is not 
threatening civilization; it is happening to civilizat- 
ion before our eyes. The ship of civilization is not 
going to sink in five years' time or in fifty years' 
time. It is sinking now.' (Perhaps this is his re- 
action from the World War and from the present disin- 
tegration of the British Empire?) (‘Ferreror, one of 
the greatest of modern historians, says: ‘We are travel- 
ing, therefore, step by step back toward paganism.' 
Benjamin Kidd blundtly says: 'The civilization of the 
West is as yet scarecely more than ghorified Savagery.' 
In addressing the annual dinner of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the State of New York, President Nicholas 
Murray Butler, of Columbia University, said: ‘And, 
genttemen, do not forget that it is perfectly possible 
to destroy civilization. Civilization has been destroy- 
ed before, and it has taken a thousand years to repair 
the damage done in a generation or two.' ( The Temple 
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of Diana, at Ephesus, one of the seven wonders of the 
world and which took long years in the making, was 
destroyed over night by a youth throwing a torch into 
its portals in order to make his name famous.) ( Is 
this not what President Butler is Saying? ) Glenn 
Frank, recently editor of the Century Magazine and 

now President of the University of Wisconsin, writes: 

'I believe that we shall inevitably enter a new 

dark ages, & period in which civilized values will go 
into decline and the race be thrust back into the 
precarious existence of its primitive ancestors, un- 
less we begin with a decent promptness to remove the 
legitimate grounds of these fears.' Professor McDougall 
of Harvard University, begins his book, ( Is America 
Safe for Democracy?) with these words: ‘As I watch 

the American nation speeding gaily, with invincible 
optimism, down the road to destruction, I seem to be 
contemplating the greatest tragedy in the nistory of 
mankind.'"* This catalogue could be continued and it 

is possible to catalogue as many or more testimonies 
from the optimistic side, Perhaps that would be a good 
thing to do in order to secure a better balance. To 
many folks these testimonies would sound fantastic, 
pessimistic, unpatriotic, and even preposterous. Per- 
haps we do not understand the workings of history yet? 
But King Louise XIV was not a fool when he said upon 
his death-bed "..after us the deluge.." He spoke in 
conformity to the law of action and reaction. He knew 

_ that conditions had been produced through his vices 

and indulgences to cause a revolution. Neerer at hand 
we have Dr. C.A. Koifoid, a leading scientist today, 

who said in an address to a group of young people, ",.. 
the underming of moral factor to make our Civilization 
fall as flat as the Roman Empire". He carried his argu- 
ment over from the scientific realm in which he referred 
to certain paterns in nature which could be entirely . 
broken up by introducing some strange and hostile element. 
Thus may the patern of a civilized order be undermined 
by the prevalence of a strange and hostile influence. 
And the fall of a civilization need not be understood 

to be a great cataclysmic disaster; it may be a slow 
disintegration.

In this section of the thesis tne study presents 
some of the particular situations in which organized 
Christianity vilates the Spirit of Jesus, One need 
merely to tap the average Christian upon these mat- 
ters in order to learn how great is the difference 
between him and the Mind of Christ. The widespread 
indifference of Christianity to some of the crying 
evils of our time would be enough to stimulate the 
writing of this thesis and many more. The tone of

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MONEY-MINDEDNESS, THE SUPREME EMBLEM OF SELFISHNESS, 
AND SOME OF ITS SOCIAL EFFECTS. 


( Prefatory Key.) 


When Bishop Gore said, "What I am complaining of is-- 
not that commercial and social selfishness exists in the 
world, or even that it appears to dominate in society; 
but that its profound antagonism to the spirit of Christ 
is not recognized--that there is not among us anything 
that can be called an adequate conception of what Christ- 
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ian morality means," he was not far from the truth. It 
ie in this light that the problem is to be delt with, 
The value of money in connection with its service to man 
is fully recognized, just as Bishop Gore has stated. 
Perhaps the following words from John Ruskin will help 
to emphasize the outstanding characteristic of the 


money-mind: 

"...,this golden image, high by measure- 
less cubits, set up where your green fielas of England 
are furnace-burned into the likeness of the plain of 
Dura: the idol forbidden to us, first of all idols, by 
our own Master and faith...,continue to make that for- 
bidden deity your principle one, and...catastropher will 
COMGececs 

And the truth of this has been long since made 


obvious through subsequent history and perhaps today we 
are witnessing the decay of the British Empire, perhaps, 
directly due to this cause, I suppose nearly every 
great civilization stands at the cross-roads of rise or 
fall in this issue. The following article makes this 
a real challenge: 

"At New Haven, Connecticut, March I7, 
1928, Dr. Fosdick speaking in Battell Chapel, Yale 
University asserted that there are two important philoso- 
phies of life upon the nation's choice of which depends 
largely tne future oi tne worla in tne next few generat- 
ions, 


These philosophies, which he described as fundamen- 
tal attitudes, are the ' grab-bag' philosophy and the

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pnilosopny wnica accepts life's good things as a neritage 
which must be lived up to and which urges us to make our 
lives part payment of a debt which cannot be paid, he 
‘said, 

The nation, for example, might say, ‘The world is 
my oyster. We are lucky. Never was a people in s0 
strategic a position to seize the desirable prizes of the 
earth. We have our feet in the trough, now watch us 
eat. Or the nation might say, we have a very great 
heritage. No folk ever had such an opportunity. A marv- 
elous tradition has been intrusted to us; we ought to 
live up to it. The future of mankind depends on which 
of these two things we say.'" (New York Times) 


Again, the peril of this 'grab-bag' conception of 
life can be clearly seen in these words from Walter 


Rauschenbusch: 

"Plainly Jesus felt that the acquisitive 
instinct, like the sex instinct, easily breaks bounds 
and becomes ravenous; there is even less natural limit 
to it. It absorbs the energies of intellect and will. 
As with the rich fool, the horizon of life is filled 
witn cnances to maxe the pile grow bigger. Life seems 
to consist of money, and the problems of money. People 
are valued according to that standard. Marriages are 
arranged for it. Politics is run for it. Wars are be- 
gun for it. Creative artistic and intellectual impul- 
ses are shouldered aside, fall asleep, or die of ination. 
Property is intended to secure freedom of action and 
self-development; in fact, it often chains men and clips 
their wings. This is what Jesus calls ' the deceitful-, 
ness of riches' and 'the darkening of the inner eye'". 


And when we multiply this individual case into 
national dimension, the situation grows to appalling 
danger. And we can with ease point to the master in- 


iquities of the social order as being directly caused

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by this type of mind. Listen to this rather blunt con- 
fession made by Mr. Sherwood Eddy, in connection with 


this trait or attitude in Christendom: 

"But I saw that 
there would be much more opposition from professing 
Christians if I preached a gospel of social justice, than 
there ever had been from so-called 'heathen' nations 
in calling them to turn from their idols. Indeed, Mam- 
mon is a much more potent idol, it is more cruel, smeared 
with more human blood, than Kali of Siva. They sacrifice 
geats to naali and we saudder; we sacrifice men to mam- 
mon and justify our ‘rights’. In simple fact, though 
they are not worthy of mention, I have met with more op- 
position and misrepresentation, ten tixes over in 
Christian American, than I ever met in fifteen years in 
India, or in repeated visits to Chine, Turkey or Russia." 
(Page 93, ‘Religion and Social Justice' Pamphlet.) 


And Jesus, himself found, perhaps his most formidable 
enemy in the Pharisees who “ were lovers of money". They 
scoffed at him. Is it any wonder that Jesus had more 
to say about money than about any other subject whatso- 
ever? He fully realized that the money-mind meant the 
doom of the spiritual values of any character. VUConsider 
the following incident in comparison to what the average 
Christian would think: 
"Remember, my Francois, " said his 

Grandmother to him on a certain occasion, " tnat you 
are never to sacrifice on the altar of Baal." 7? 

From my own experience, at least, I have found the 


reactions of Christian ministers at times totally indif- 


ferent to such a challenge. What a spotted history 
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the Christian ministry has in its many and frequent con- 
cessions to Mammon. In the name of Jesus, preachers have 
sanctioned exploitation of personality for the sake of 
wealth and some the early history of our own Virginia 
and other states runs red with blood, party due to the 
fact that Christianity was made a ' boon companion' to 
wealth rather than to persons. And that we have fully 
extricated ourselves from this sort of thing today is 
most doubtful. There are four outstanding social results 
that have been produced by this system and we would do 
well to note them briefly. 

(Ll) The Creation of Gross Social Inequalities | (With-

That there are great. differences among individuals, 
races, and nations is an obvious fact and is not to be 
disapproved of as being a bad thing. What we are concern- 
ed with, however, is the Tah Selig oe and inhuman inequalit- 
ies which have been developed betvacn men to such a degree 
that they cannot find opportunity to grow into strong 
character. And one need not go far afield in order to 
find folks passionately supporting the right to make 


money in order to ' get on '. Permkaps, as none other, 
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John Ruskin has grasped the situation in the following 
statements of nis: ( he is writing about the ‘Goddess 


of Getting-on' ) "For,observe, while to one family 
this deity is indeed the Goddess of 
Getting-on, to a thousand families 
she is the Goddess of not ete se 
on. "Nays you say, " they h all 
their chance. Yes, so has Stay 
one in a “lottery, but there must 
always be the same number of blanks. 
"Ah! but in lottery it 1s not skill 
ana intelligence waica Lake tae 
lead, but blind chance." What then: 
do you think the old practice, that 
" they should take who have the 
power, and tney should keep who 
ean," is less iniquitous, when the 
power has become power of brains in- 
stead of fist? and that, though we 
may not take advantage of a child's 
or woman's weakness, we may of a 
man's foolishness?" 


It appears nere that the form of force is the 
question. But that the strong still squeeze the weak 
as they would a cluster of graps into their cup to drink 
is a colossal fact today. Let it not be understood that 
this thesis i8 partial towards one class or another. 
It is the state or quality of character wnich permits 
such a condition in the affairs of man. It has often 
proved that the weak man on becoming strong has resort- 


ed to the same thing. The quality remaines the same 


re dless of external circumstance, 
Ruskin's Essays. Scribner's ‘The Modern Student's Library' 
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The unseen reality behind ephemeral appearances which 
is the final source of urge in human conauct snould be 
the point on which to focus our attention, Thus the 
general outwerd paraphernalia of a civilization may be- 
come highly developed while the motive thereof may re- 
mein essentially pagan. And when Adam Smith tells us 
that: 
"..the accommodation of the most common artificer 
or day-laborer in a civilized and thriving country 
vastly exceeds tnat of many an African king, the 
absolute master of the livers and liberties of 
ten thousand naked savages.," 
we must agree, to be 
sure, at least upon superficial grounds. Still, in 
spite of these tremendous gains which shine to good ad- 
vantage, ~St. Paul's meaning cannot be overlooked when 
ne says: "I way Gistribute all I possess in charity, I 
may give up my body to be burnt, but if I have no love, 
I make nothing of it." (Cor. xiii: 3.) Our whole con- 
merical system may merely be a Roman Galley on a large 
scale and camouflaged by such slogans as 'prosperity' 
‘liberty' and the rest. Then again, facts about present 
conditions will bear us out to another side of this 
question, namely that there are business men today who 
control the destinies of far more people than medieval 
kings ever thought of doing. The materialism of the money-

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mind has subjugated to property the real worth of man 60 
that we have it, "Man was made for property, rather than 
property for man." With respect to this matter, the 
following statement, singular as it may seen, organized 
Coristianity has to confess its truth and perhaps with 
no little shame: 


“The primitive Cristian teaching 
about property was based on a con- 
ception of 'stewardship' or service, 
but pernaps no pimitive Christian 
principle has been so flagrantly 
neglected as this. As a result

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These earlier days of Christianity, sold all that he had 
and followed Jesus. The sad thing about most of our 
criticism to this sort of conduct is that it places the 
emphasis upon the manner or method of self-denial rather 
than upon the motive which prompted this self-denial. 
And thus do we as Christians defend and bolster up our 
self-complacent condition. That there is still e@ great 
need for this quality of spirit, the following statistics 
will show. And when we consider them for a while, these 
words from Theodore Roosevelt will sound quite true: 

"This country will not be a good place for any 

of us to live in unless we make it a good place 
for all of us to live in." 

There are in the United States alone, 24,000 mil- 
lionaries. Does that mean prosperity? On the contrary, 
it means that there are one nalf of the neads of famil- 
ies earning less tnan §1,500 a year, wnile millions fall 
below $1,200 a year which is hardly a health and comfort 
wage. I hold that it is impossible for a man to rich 
without doing injury to his fellowmen. Secretary of 
Labor, James Davis recently said: "No country can be 
considered Uptopian when 86% of its people are poor."

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To the Oriental and the European this would sound like 
a lie, but when this is viewed in the light of relativity 
the truth appears. The average expense for maintaining 
a family in the United States ranges from $1,441.96 to 
$1,659.84 which sum of money would make a man rich in 
China or India. The status of the poor man as compared to 
the poor man of these other countries is much higher, 
perhaps; but the status of the poor man in the country 
compared to the vast amount of wealth at his door, may 
be said to be relatively poorer than his foreign neigh- 
bor. 

' Again, this situation must be thought of in terms 
Other than dollars. For the lack of dollars or the lack 
of justice and mercy behind the dollar means for many 
people, sickness, ruined family life and character, and 
ignorance. Children are sent to work in factories long 
hours with small wages under conditions which practical- 
ly nips the buds of their personalities before they are 
able to realize its real awfulness; city officials can 
be found reaping profits from the bodies of women who 
are unable to maintain themselves otherwise; families 
are compelled to live in hovels where modesty and purity 


is next to impossible; men have to sell their labor to 
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big commercial enterprises for starvation wages until 
sucn men as Carlyle are causea to exchain: 
"It is not because of his 
toils that I lament for 
the poor. We must all 
toil...but what I do mourn 
over is, that the lamp 
of his soul should go 
out." 
The catalogue could be continued, but it is also 
to be noted that vice and crime is perhaps ones of the 
most serious by-products of our present economic order. 
Ana about this question Mr. Mark 0. Prentiss has re- 
marked: "Today the greatest outstanding menace in 
America is crime. I am not an alarmist when 
I boldly state that crime in this country is 
overwhelming the people and confounding the 
police." 
And tne Cninese proverb "..crime begins in poverty" 
is all very clear. When we reed that there were 222 
homicides in Chicago during I918, 30,II7 arrests in one 
year in New York City; II,000 murders in the United 
States during 1924; 1,000,000 addicts to narcotics at 
almost any given time in this country; and I,22¢3,125 
in 1923 ended with 165, I39 divorces, we might know that 
there is something ' rotten in ' our civilization. _

From & recent letter, dated January 25, 1930, a friend 
of mine tells me the following: 


“In my personal statistics, I have found this. I 
visited fifty rooming houses and hotels which were with- 
in my reach. Half of these were wide-open. I usually 
was placed in the waiting room where the girls would 
come. I passed as a customer in order to get my infore- 
mation. I had to be kind to them by promising them to 
return and by giving them tips. 

“These girls give fifty per cent of their earnings 
to the land ladies. Most of these girls are under twenty- 
five years-of age and belong to Anglo-Saxon bkoad, They 
ere good looking. 70% told me that they were 'two-way' 
girls, because about 80% of the customers demands this 
sort of sex perversion. They also told me that about 
40% of the males who visited them were sex perverts as 
well. 

“The land ledies will not hire the ' one-way' girl, 
simply because these hardly make expenses. When I asked 
them how they became perverts, they told me how young 
‘ shieks' took them into automobiles and drugged them 
and then pulled them ' down'. A few told we tnat tne 
boys who were in France during the World War acquired 
these sexual habits and then brought them over here.

number. _And_ about 15% of them were high school girls."

Perhaps the United States is the greatest empire 
in the world today. Its dollars paseaeat into all the 
world to bring many peoples into subjection.

‘Sunkist' oranges and California olives have utterly 
destroyed certain communities with their families and 
industries. Is our prosperity then built upon such 
foundations as these? To be rich seems to be the chief 
end and aim of man in the Western world. Thus Emerson 
tells us that "God has granted to every people a prophet 

in its own tongue. Paris, and London, and 
New York the spirit of commerce, of money 
and material power, were also to have 


their prophet; and Bonaparte was quali- 
fied and sent." * 


Our civilization, through its captains of industry, 


marshals its vast domains upon this spirit until the 
Reference: Emerson s ‘Napoleon 
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the ancient Roman Empire looks insignificant in comparison. 
From a recent article in the Washington Post the following 


can be found: 

"A single group of not more than 20,000 
business men is in charge of American prosperity 
today. These men are directors and officers of 
dominant corporations in many lines of industry. 
They manage the affairs of about 1,200 out of more 
than 400,000 corporations doing business in America 
et the present time. The stockholders of those 
1,200 corporations will receive in dividends aali 
of the net profits of American business, incorpor- 
ated, in 1926. These 1,200 corporations ere owned 
by 3,000,000 stockholders but are controlled by 
12,000 directors and 8,000 active chief officers." 

Just as Bishop Gore has said, ¢ to repeat ), “What I 
am complaining of is not 
that commercial and 
social selfishness exists 
in the world...¢" 
And I 


might add that it is the profound antagonism which this 
system manifests towards the Spirit of Jesus. It is 
not that the organization,as such, is bad, but that it 
is guilty of the same evils these words of Isaiah tell 


of: “Jehovah will enter into judgment with the elders 
of his people, and the princes thereof: It is ye 
that have eaten up the vineyard; the spoil of the 
poor is in your houses; what mean ye that ye 
crush my people, and grind the face of the poor?

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our minds the old feudalism of medieval times which Mr. 
John A Ryan has well depicted: 

"after more than three

benevolent. The masses will probably enjoy a slightly 
higher degree of economic welfare than has ever been 
within their reach before.

Add to this the broken men and women 
wita their nervous break-downs ana aisorders ana the sacri- 
fice becomes astounding. Some one will surely act up 

in favor of the competitive system and tell us that it 

is a good thing. No one will <eny that competition when 
directed to creative ends is a bad thing. But who will 
Sanction a competitive system which is based upon the 
principle of ' might is right' so that the strong get the 
advantage over the weak? Nevertheless, our own denomi- 
national system in organized Christianity is evidence 
enough for religion's confirmation thereof, And out of 
the ‘Holy of Holies' of Christendom flows approval and 
the people cry "It is the voice of God." But a look 

at this description by tae Dr. d.B. Fosdick suould cause 
@ little disturbance in our giving sanction to the 
competitive system such as it is; 

"With gigantic conflicts 
between capital and labor eatching the general body of 
the public like victims between two millstones and grind- 
ing the life out of them; with the most intimate concerns 
of the people's life, such as coal, transportation, and 
food, settled not by the people's elected representatives 
but in private conferences of lebor leaders and captains 
of industry; with the fear of unemployment constantly 
haunting millions of our families like a ghost, and the 
fact of unemployment periodically leaping upon them like 


a devil ..." T

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Of this situation again, we have this report by the 


United States Commission on Industrial Relations: | 
"The 

conviction that the wealth of the country and the in- 
come which is produced through the toil of the work- 
ers are distributed without regard to any standard of 
justice is as widespread as it is deep-seated. It is 
found among all classes of workers and takes every 
form, from the dumb resentment of the day laborer who, 
at the end of a week's back-racking toil, finds that 
he has less than enougn to feed his family, while 
others who have done nothing live in ease, to the 
elaborate philosophy of the 'soap box' orator , who can 
quote statistics unendingly to demonstrate his con- 
tentions. At bottom, though, there is the one fundamental 
controlling idea that income whould be received for 
service and for service only, whereas, in fact, it 
bears no such relation, and ne who serves least or 
not at all may receive most. As a prime cause of a 
burning resentment and a rising feeling of unrest among 
the workers, unemployment and the denial of an oppor- 
tunity. to earn a living is on a parity with the unjust 
distribution of wealth." « 

And with this in mind, some

fensive to our sensitive natures.””It would be better 
if many of our so-called Christians would hesitate a

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enough space within this brief discussion. Finally, in 
order to avoid being misunderstood, it might be-.a good 
thing to say that there is no partisan interest manifest- 
ed and that the primary concern is that of the inner world 
of man's life, with its bitterness, passion, and sin out 
of which these issues of life proceed. How well is it 
known that all too often labor, itself, has represented 
capitalism, perchance as much as the captians of indust- 
ry themselves. The former is greedy for that which it 
has not while the latter is anxious to maintain what 

it has and thus the battle goes on with, as it appears, 
an increasing virulence so that it might be well to look 
to this field as ominous of the next great war. dowever, 
may Christianity step in to prevent any such catastrophe. 
And these words of Bishop Gore seem to appropriate to the 
situstion: "This is the first great claim that we meke 
upon the Church today; that it should make a tremendous 
act of penitence for naving failed so long and on so 

wide a scale to behave as the champion of the oppressed 
ana the weak; for naving tolerated what it ought not to 
have tolerated; for having so often been on the wrong side. 
And the penitence must lead to reparation while there is 


yet time, ere the well-merited judgments of God take all 
weapons of social influence out of our hands." «

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(I¥) And as the fourth great evil which grows out 
of our present economic system, materialism must be 
mentioned as one of the very worst. To be sure, we have 
all this time been dealing with one family--all blood 
relations and intimate members of the household. And 
materialism is but another member of this family. The 
essence of materialism is to see life in terms of the 
abundance of things which it possesseth. Spiritual values 
go to the board. Man is interpreted in terms of chemical 
elements--as part of the physical universe and as such 

he is looked upon as merely a commodity. Out of this 
conception of life, comes what is known as our ‘economic 
morality’, that is, man is a thing and hence is delt with 
as a thing. Some modern philosopaies deny ideals. Purity, 
honor, justice, and righteousness are violated in the 
doctrine of the ' end justifying the means '. Spiritual 
values are used merely for materialistic advantage.... 
‘honesty is the best policy'. This mind is its own nell 
and ruin. The higher things which men need to live by 
are doomed. And it is the great issue of Vhristianity 
today. Life must be conceived of in spiritual terms and 
material merely as a temporal and secondary if it is to 


be maintained. "Civilization", says Mr. Raymond Fosdick, 
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"has in fact become a great machine, the wheels of which 
must be kept turning, or the people starve. For millions 
of numan beings it is a vast treadmill, worked by weary 
feet to grind the corn that makes the bread that gives 
them strength to walk the treadmill that grinds the corn 
«e+eAnd with it all has come the speeding up of life, and 
the spirit of hurry and worry such as our grandfathers 
with all their lack of conveniences never dreamed of 
even in their nightmares. The human race lives by sched- 
ule, according to a stereotyped routine. Life has be- 
come more and more a standardised process, in which 
there is little of serenity or of leisure. We hurry 
from birth to death, goaded only to greater haste by 
our increasingly speedy conveyances, feverishly trying 
to catch up with the machinery which we have ourselves 
created," . 

What Raymond Fosdick is driving at is clear, 


Furthermore it is too true. However, it is not the 
machine which is to get the blame, but the materialis- 
tic mind which operates the machine to no real or 
Lofty purpose in life. The machine, therefore, has be- 
come our master. Really, materialism defeats its own 
end when it takes away the Divine Purpose in the uni- 
verse and resolves it all to atoms. And man spends 
his substance " for that which is not bread and his 
labor for that which satisfieth not." Compare this 
futile living to this invitation of Isaiah: "..hearken 
diligently unto me, and eat ye that which is good, and 
let your soul delight itself in fatness." Isaiah lv: 2. 


But here we are employing six hundred thousand men

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and women merely for the sake of creating within people 
the desire for more things. And the scramble becomes 
50 intense that the Churche's injunction that there 
should be good will among men and peace on eerth sounds 
like clenging cymbal. And the race to “keep up with 
the Joneses" becomes a furious one indeed. Not contended 
with a Ford on his ' wheel-barrow' salary, the racer 
must get him a car that will outdo that of the Joneses. 
A man with a five thousand dollar salary, discontented 
manages to raise it to five hundred thousand dollars 
but only to learn that he is none ihe better for it. 
He finds himself still poor, for now his eyes have 
turned upon those who are still richer.,..,..,he finds 
his living expense so greatly increased that in ratio 
to his first salary, he is really the worse off. The 
spirit of gambling obsesses the heart of a material- 
istically minded generation. “A new ticker has been 
installed in the New York stock marked, geared to 
handle transactions of between seven million and nine 
million sheres 2 day, as compared with the monthly 
average of twelve millions shares for the five years 
preceding the World War." Unless this state of mind is 
changed, we are headed towards worse days.

Perhaps Christianity has no greater rival today 
than nationalism. It was so during the days of Rome; 
it is so today. Constantine captured the eerly Christ- 
ian Church for the Roman Empire and to a more or less 
degree Christianity has never completely freed itself 
from this captivity. It was wsed as servile livery dur- 
ing the World War on all sides, until in some respects 


it became another ' holy war'. "Since the nation is 
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the largest organized community, a theory has long 
been traditional that treats the nation as an ' end in 
itself', to be controlled only by rules of its own making. 
But such a principle is fundamentally inconsistent with 
Christianity, and the catastrophe of the World War has 
brought home to everyone the folly of national irres- 
ponsibility. A true Christian civilization must pre- 
suppose a Christian internationalism; the only problem 
is the best method of its creation," 5 

And it has been 


three centuries ago since Grotius argued on this very 
question. When he said that the state may be a 'rob- 
per' or a ' bandit' he was exiled. He then declared that 
the then enemy of Holland was a criminal, a criminal 

that ought to be restrained, if not punished by, other 
states. * And not long ago, General Pershing remarked 


that " The Christian nations are striding up and down 
the earth armed to the teeth," . 
On this same line of thought, we have a most interesting 


account from St. Augustine's "City of God": 

“That was 
an apt and true reply which was given to Alexander the 
Great by a pirate whom he seized. For when that King 
had asked the man how he durst so molest the sea, he 
answered with bold pride: 'How darest thou molest the 
whole world? But because I do it with a little ship I 
am called a robber, whilst thou who dost it with a 
great fleet art styled Emperor." ** 

The implications of this 


story relative to our problem of nationalism is far- 
reaching. Nationalism is usually the supreme provinci- 
elism--the attitude of ‘holier than thou' multiplied many 
times over. And with that attitude, it can do almost

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any thing it pleases, regardless of social effects to humani- 
ty. It is thus that Mr. F. Lieber is led to say that "The 
law of nations allows any sovereign government to make 
war upon another sovereign State." And many of the early 
Christians, of whom Fortuna and Perpetua were quite typ- 
ical, forfeited their lives by refusing to burn incense 
to the Public Opinion of their time, These were first of 
all concerned about the Great Opinion of the Universe. 
Constantine was the first to initiate Christianity into 
the selfish aims of empires and his "en hoc vinci" became 
the slogan of nearly all the following centuries. And 
what grimness, brutality, and cruelty this gave rise to 
the crusades, the inquisition, and the wars of religion 
can only tell. Yes, in tne name of Jesus, but not in 

his spirit has civilization been built all too much, Sir 
Fredrick Pollock tells us that in the Middle Ages, "the 
Holy Father himself, as a temporal prince, was often bel- 
ligerent, and his adversaries felt no difference about 
invoking their patron saints against him." In essence 
this is the same as the conditions of savage tribes in 
Africa today in certain quarters. And when one stops 


to consider the policies of modern nations he will agree 


with what our treaty with Tripoll, 1796 had to say:

Most any history of the Christian Church. 
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"The government of the United States is not in any sense 


founded on the Christian religion." We can to a large 
erent agrees with this, at least, inasfar as the dominant 
Opinion is concerned, Again, Dr. Folkes Jackson writes 
in his article "The World Today and Yesterday" refering 


to the late war, that "Vast numbers of the fighters on 
both sides were composed of men 
who, if left to themselves, would 
have died rather than kill an 
individual human being. Yet 
these same men killed one anoth- 
er ' en masse' with exultation 
when acting officially and under 
the direction of the State," 


That this is true cannot be denied by any fair-minded 
person and it certainly ought to porvoke some thinking 
on the part of Christians. We have on record the fol- 
lowing prayer made by none other than Billy Sunday be- 
fore the House of Representative in January, T9183 
"Thou 
knowest, O Lord, that no nation so infamous, vile, greedy 
sensuous, bloddthirsty ever disgraced the pages of 
history. Make bare thy mighty arm, O Lord and smite the 
hungry, wolfish Hun, whose fangs drip with blood,and 
we will forever raise our voices in Thy praise, "**and 
applause followed from the House. How much like the 
Spirit of the early disciples of Jesus this sounds when 
they asked Jesus whether fire should be called down from 


heaven to consume their enemies. To this Jesus replied: 
"Ye know not what spirit ye are of." Luke ix: 45.

called Grace and Truth ( February 1927 ): "National 
killing is approved by Scripture," the editor writes. "fIn- 
dividual killing is designated as murder in Scripture, 
and 1s repudiated by God...The teaching of Jesus is a 
Sweeping endorsement of national killing, and points to 
that awful hour when Jesus Himself shall bring a sword 
and establish His own government, fighting as He fought 
in ' the day of battle' slaying His enemies with deadly 
Slaughter, until the blood shall come, out of the wine- 
press of His wrath unto the norses' bridles for one 
thousand and six hundred furlongs....Yes, a Cnristian 
Should bear arms in obedience to the command of the 
ruler, for the ruler is authorized of God to bear the 
sword, hence may delegate any of the citizens to re- 
present the government in its military or naval oper- 
ations. Yes, a Christian, when acting as the defender 
of the government, may slay the enemy and not be 
guilty of murder, for he is personifying the higher 
power which bears the sword.” 

.Of course, there is much 


in organized Christianity which would go that far, yet 
this seems to be just what hapoens during the time of 


a crisis. For instance "The world," says General 
Pershing, " does not seem to learn from experience. It 
should appear that the lessons of the last six years 
snould be enough to convicne everybody of the danger 
of nations striding up and down the earth armed to the 
teeth. But no one nation can reduce armaments unless 
all do. Unless some such move be made, we may well 
ask ourselves whether civilization does not really reach 
a point where it begins to destroy itself and whether 
we are thus doomed to go headlong down through destruct- 
ive war and darkness to barbarism." 

And to make matters 


worse we have clergymen. making assertions like this: 
"The war system is a part of the government of the United 
States. Without it there is neither national security 
nor national honor. When you renounce any part of that 
system you ere a rebel and to that degree a traitor... 
War is not unchristian,. Sometimes it is a Christian duty 
--a duty laid upon us by God and man."

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Many more of such téstimonies can be found, but the one 
quoted merely goes to show a very dominant trend in our 
Christianity. That this is Christian is obviously false. 
But that these kind of expressions should be made at all 
during a time of war, would cause one to believe that 
there is something fundamentally wrong with the source 
from whence they spring. Take the period before the 
World War: "All Rurope, " writes H.G, Wells, " remembers 
the strange atmosphere of those eventful sunny August 
days, the end of the Armed Peace. For nearly half a 
century the Western World had been tranquil and had 
seemed safe." Is our present Christianity complacent 
about a ' armed peace’? Gustave Le Bon tells ua in his 
book "The World Unbalanced" sat the great world powers 
have never hated one another as bitterly as they do now, 
these years after the World War. Just how our Christianity 
acts during such a catastrophe is well for us to con- 
sider at this point. 

At the end of the arasé peace, to which Mr. H.G. 
Wells refers, Dean Durham in England gave voice to cur- 
rent feeling there: "Happily for themselves the clergy 


have almost universally, shared the general conviction **

In the event of the terrible 


slaughter of the Russians in the Masurian swamps, Pastor 
Lober of Leipzing wrote: "We beflay our houses, we ring 
our bells, and sing, °* Now thank we all our God'", In 
the United States, Lyman Abbott, one of the best known 
and most beloved of preachers at the time published in 


&@ volume of his these words: 

"It 1s a disgrace to a noble 
profession to call the German officers soldiers or the 
German forces an army. They are in the strictest sense 
of that term brigands for they constitute a highly organ- 
lized gang engaged in highway robbery on an enormous scale. 
The armies of the Allies are in the strictest sense of 
that term ' officers of the peace'. They are ' fighting 
for peace’. They might well bear upon their banners the 
inscription, "Blessed are the peacemakers, for they shall 
be called the children of God'....In this I desire to 
explain to you ( a mother whose son was in the army ) 
the ground of my faith that Jesus Christ calls his fol- 
lowers to the colors and that their response to the call 
constitutes a triumph for (hristianity such as the world 
has never before known," 


The tone of this sort of writing was typical and still 

is of much popular Christianity. For recently a promi- 
nent clergyman declared that the sentence, “We will never 
sanction nor participate in any way", ( of course, refer- 
ing to war ) as being "treason--damnable treason--and no 

true American citizen should sign it." And the Executive 
Secretary of the New York Federation of Churches, after

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pointing out that ' war was a@ crusade to save Christian 
civilization, ' said that he was encoureged to engage in 
anti-pacifist activities. The sad thing about all this 
is that the opposition is usually ostracised. Eugene 
B. Debbs, for example, was put into jail for his anti- 
war activities. While the words are important, the 
spirit of force and intolerance behind them is by far 
the more serious matter. "There is no harm in anybody 
thinking that Christ is in bread", wrote Ruskin . "The 
harm is in the expectation that He is in gunpowder," 
"Until now war hes been licit and legal. I would make it 
a crime", writes Aristide Briand, Testimonies that 
Christianity is part of the war system could be multiplied 
almost indefinitely.

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the schools throughout the land has increased fifteen- 
fold during the past decade. The number of students 
taking this training has increased fourfold. Patriotic 
societies to promote preparedness campaings have increased, 
The commander of the American Legion may be quoted ag 
typical in the field of ' self-defense'; 

“If this nation 
is to protect its own life and be able to enforce its 
will for good upon recalcitrant nations, it must be 
strong, not only in pupose but in sound military prepar- 
ation for the inevitable war that will some day be 
forced upon us," 

And Secretary of the Navy, ur. Wilbur put it: " We must 
be srepared against the aggression of any people influenc- 
ed, as all people may be, by some extension of the mob 
spirit, some outburst of passion, or some real or fancied, 
insult. There is nothing so cooling to hot temper as a 
piece of cold steel." 

Again, testimonies like this could be multiplied to 

show the general trend of our civilization in its spirit 
towards war. Christianity which has been heretofore 

used to bless war, must be turned to its Master in out- 
lawing war. And in recent years there has been much done 
in creating an anti-war spirit. May it continue to 

grow. Let much that is today called right be shown to be 
wrong. From what we have here discussed, we can see 

that what has been heretofore called Christian was really 
un-Christian, "It has been said of the world's history 


hitherto that might makes right. It is for us and for 
our time to reverse the maxim, and say that right makes

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In his commencement address to Columbia University, 

June 5, 1928, Nicholas Murray Butler spoke on "The Ling- 
ering Zest to Persecute" from which excerpts are here 
taken to interpret this situation: 


"At the close of his monumental History of the 
Inquisition of the Middle Ages, the histornian Henry 
Cherles Lea offers the reflection that such a review 
as he has made of the follies and crimes of our ances- 
tors is, when rightly estimated, full of hope and en- 
couragement. Imperfect though they be, the human 
institutions of today when compéered with the past, 
record an improvement and an advance which are little 
short of marvelous. We are tempted to lose sight of 
these encouraging facts when we dwell, as of course, 
from time to time we must, upon the shortcomings of 
our generation, and upon whet may be called the ves- 
tigal remains of older vices and follies and crimes. 

"Persecution has a long and squalid history. It 
existed under the Cristian Emperors as well as amongst 
the heathen and among Protestants as well as under the 
Papacy and the Inquisition. In fact no form of politi- 
cal belief and no form of religious faith appear whol- 
ly to have escaped its devastating and debasing in- 
fluence. Today it seems incredible that Melancthon 
soberly approved putting Servetus to death for the im- 
puted crime of blasphemy, and that he even went so 
far as to express wonder whether any one would dis- 
sent from his judgment and disapprove that severity. 
‘A contemporary, Bucer by name, announced publicly in 
his pulpit that Servetus should have his bowels pul- 
led out and been torn to pieces. There would appear 
to be no limit to the cruelty and to the fanaticism 
of persecution, no matter what the mild and gentle pro- 
fessions of the persecutors, and no matter what the 
fundamental principles of their religious faith. It 
is often the case that those wno loudly proclaim their 
own right to think and speak and act as they choose 
are the first to denounce and to persecute those who 
differ from them.

Reference; From the I74th Commencement Address 
delivered June 5, 1928 to Columbia 
University. 
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“Our own A,erican ancestors went to incredible 
lengths in their persecutions and their cruelties. fhe 
Statute Books of the I7th and I8th Centuries are filled 
with astounding enactments which contradict at every 
turn the fundamental principles professed by those who 
settled the American colonies and who began to ky the 
foundation of what is now the government and the social 
System of the United States. The so-called Blue Laws, 
which still clutter the statute books of several of the 
older states, and which occasionally lead some belated 
fanatic to cry alound for law enforcement, are the re- 
Maining and the tragic evidences of habits and customs 
of mind andconduct that were once dominant in more 
American colonies than one. Happily it is a far cry 
from the New York of I7OI when any priest caught in the 
colony was doomed to life imprisonment, with the proviso 
that should he seek to escape he should be shot, and 
when any Vatholic was absolutely forbidden either to 
vote or to hold public office, to the happier, the freer, 
the more liberal, and the more truly American New York 
of 1928. Loudly demanding that they should have freedom 
to worship God, that freedom was denied time and again 
by the colonists to those who did not wisn to worship 
God in their particular way. 

“From time to time we have had more or less signif- 
icant and temporary revivals of this I/7th and I3th Century 
bigotry. A hundred years ago there sprang up among us 
the so-called Know Nothing movement, which troubled the 
public life of the nation until the outbreak of the 
Civil War. Then, some forty years ago, there grew up 
like a mushroom the American Protective Association which 
was more of a nuisance tnan a danger while it lasted. 
Finally, there has come the oddly stupid and untelligent 
movement known as the Ku Klux Klan, which stoutly pro- 
claims its belief in the fatherhood of God and the broth- 
ernood of man, provided there be no children and no 
brothers who are either Catholics or Jews or negroes, 

A sense of humor should have protected us from this 
amazing outbreak. Spreading for a time with rapidity 
among the markedly less intelligent elements of the 
population, particularly in small towns and in rural 
districts, the Ku Klux Klan developed a commercial and 
coldly material side which hastened its undoing. Sar- 
casm, ridicule and lauvgnter did the rest. 
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"It is distressing, of course, that the zest to 
persecute should persist at all. Ina society and a 
state built upon the Bill of Rignts, ana offering lip 
service at least to tne finest principles and ideals of 
liberalism as tnese have been developing for some three 
hundred years, persecution is oddly out of place. But 
it apoears that liberalism is a hard lesson to learn. 
Liberty as a personal possession may be highly acclaim- 
ed, while liberty as an institution for the protection 
of all men may at the same moment be violently, even 
passionately, attacked. Much more than we realize the 
various outbreaks, legal or other, whicn aim at uni- 
formities and conformities, at compulsions and at pro- 
hibitions, rest upon the lingering zest to persecute. 
Other reasons and other excuses, quasi-moral or quasi- 
religious, may be offered, but the real reason is the 
determination on the part of organized groups to com- 
pel their fellow countrymen to act, and if possible, 
to speak and to think in accordance with their own 
particular practices and preferences, ( I wish to 
say here that this argument can be carried too far-- 
not everything can be tolerated and there must be 
some conventionalities in oraer to keep society to- 
gether. Howewer, what is being said here is, on the 
other side of the question, very true. ) Those who 
continue to manifest this zest to persecute are out of 
touch with the march of progress, are rejecting tne ex- 
ample of the life as well as the words of Christ, whose 
followers they often profess to be, and are flying in 
the face of the fundamental principles of that American 
political philosophy to which they give such voluble 
lip service. It would be an interesting bit of scientif- 
ic inquiry to ascertain whether that hypocrisy which 
is now so widespread among our people is an act, an 
achievement or a hebit. Perhaps some experimentation 
would be needed to settle these questions, but it would 
be well worth undertaking. A crusade on behalf of 
temperance, which begins by making temperance a crime 
is, to say the least, a puzzling phenomenon. 

"Give me the liberty to know, to utter, and to 
ergue freely according to conscience, above all 
liverties," said John Milton, This is the doctrine and 
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the only doctrine upon which free government and free 
society can rest, and which must always and everywhere 
be insisted upon in a true democracy. Proscriptions, 
blacklists, demands that individuals be deprived of 
posts of honor and emolument because of their lack of 
conformity to some more or less outrageous law or doc- 
trine, or because of their religious faith and opinions, 
are all vestigal remains of that older and widespread 
habit of persecution which is now so happily on the 
wane," 

dowever, to me it appears that much of what is 
called tolerance in the most liberal interpretation of 
that term, is in fact intolerance. That is because 
this sort of tolerance allows for things in society 
woich means the ruin of society. That brings us to 
the question of which is the real tolerance, Often 
some of the most exacting demands are in essence the 
real tolerance. No doubt, this question can be run 
back to primitive taboos which early man built up out 
of his experiences with nature. Today, I would say 
thet we need all of the intolerance possible. But 
it is most vital that we know upon what objects to 
direct it. The latter problem seems to me the more 
significant. In some respects Luther was right when he 
said: "He who does not believe my doctrine is sure to 


be damned." It ought to be obvious that there are 


certain laws in the universe which cannot be transgress- 


ed without injury to the individual and to society. 
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Then too, more important than the matter of intolerance 
would be the method of intolerance, We must learn to 
overcome evil with good and learn how to love our enemies 
into friendships. The intolerance wiich resorts to 
methods of hateful force merely defeats its own ends, 

We want no wishy-washy sentimenbalism, It is a good 
thing to be tolerant of intolerance in order to see what 
is at the roots of it. Intolerance is a manifest 
process in the universe--all life seems to be a matter 
of accepting end rejecting. It is for Christianity to 
develop a strong and uncompromising intolerance of 

much which Christendom is tolerant if it is to be saved. 
However, let Christianity take heed that its weapons 

are spiritual rather than carnal. Before this can hap- 
pen there must be a little change in the situation which 
Reinhold Niebuhr says " 18 too deeply enmeshed with the 
interests and prejudices of contemporary civilization 

to possess the insight and courage which the nai ia ais 
requires." For one thing, one need merely to mention 
the several hundred Christian sects which are more or 


less antagonistic towards one another. Or let a young 
( Page 223) Renaissance of Jesus. T. Tolson. 
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try to enter the ministry of some denominations to see 
how he will be held up at the ends of theological pistols. 
I was rather surprised in reading Dr. Bade's book, "The 
Old Testament in the Light of Today", about the way in 
which the Los Angeles Bible Institute is run. Religion 
must be taught in the way the donors wish it to be 
taught or dissolve the school. I am afraid that this 
kind of system is intolerant indeed. How does this 
compare with Voltaire's reply to Helvetius: "T wholly 
disapprove of what you say and will defend to the death 
your right to say it"? Or compare this attitude with 
the manner in which we delt with such men as Eugene B. 
Debbs. 

There are hundreds of ways in which intolerance is 
being exerted to the subjugation of personality. I was 
told by one of my sisters who was working in a large 
department store that she called to the carpet because 
she refused to give to the ' community chest'. How many 
professors, preachers, and teachers there are in this 
country who are not allowed to express their opinions 
on certain question? How many of our colleges and uni- 
versities are closed to the voice of pacifism? "Fresh- 
men who are reluctant to take military courses are fre- 


quently intimidated or met with taunts and sneers. One 
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student who launched a crusade against the Reserve Of- 
ficers' Training Corps was issued an ultimatum by his 
foster parents who were members of the faculty: abandon 
such an effort or leave home. On a certain campus a 
vigorous effort wes made to secure the discharge of a 
student pastor because of his opposition to military 
training. A local banker refused to make a loan to 
the church employing this man as long as he was re- 
tained." 

In tne industrial realm tnere is any amount of 
intolerance, "“ The worker who is actively opposed 
to industrial autocracy is heavily penalized by many 
corporations. Not infrequently companies discharge 
any employee who is known to be a member of a national 
union. The open advocacy of a new economic order simply 
is not permitted in numberous plants and mines. In 
1924 dire threats were often made against any worker 
found guilty of so mild a crime as voting for La Fol- 
lette, and four years later any employee who cast 
@ ballot for Norman Thomas was likely to be regarded as 
@ dangerous character." The quickest way of dealing 
with the opposition party in most cases is merely to 
attach the name ‘red' ' radical' or ‘communist' and 
that person is done for. Thus " a good man may be 
suppressed before he has won a following, or even be- 
fore he has wrougnt out his message in his own mind, 
and his suppression leaves only a few bubbles on the 
waters of oblivion. In that case his life has failed 
to discharge the redemptive force contained in it. It 
only adds a little more to the norror and tragedy of 
a sinful, deaf, and blood-stained world", * 


In the realm of race and color, intolerance runs 
at a very hign ebb. “In many sections if a white man 
treats a Negro as a brother and an equal, severe pen- 
alties are visited upon him. In one community a college 
professor permitted a coloured servant to invite her 
friends into the rear of the house. On a @ala occasion 
when he and his family were away, he granted the servant 
and her Negro friends the use of the entire house. 
Whereupon the whole town was thrown into an uproar. In- 
dignation gatherings were held; a committee waited upon 
the professor; dire threats were uttered; an ultimatum 
was issued. Shortly thereafter the professor moved to 
another state.” "The native-white student wno associates 
freely with other students of different colours and races 
is often regarded as queer and frequently is ostracized 
by his fellows. Students from India and Africa are fre- 
quently refused service in hotels, restaurants, and 
barbar shops. ( I might ask whether in such a country **

But why should this conduct prevail in Christ- 
ian Civilization? ) Many of these men and women, after 
being refused lodgings and meals in Christian institutions 
in this country and treated shamefully on numerous oc- 
casions, return to their homeland embittered against the 
United States and the Christian religion." 


In the religious world, intolerance runs at high 
tide. Organized religion speaks on this wise: “Come 
unto me all ye who will accept our creed, especially ye 
who have large salaries, and the chief seats in the 
congregation will be yours." In the year 1923, the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian church in the 
Unitea States of America reaffirmea the famous Five 
Pointsi:- 

I. That the Holy Spirit did so inspire, guide 
and move the writers of the Hdoly Scriptures 
as to keep them from error. 

II. That our Lord Jesus Christ was born of the 
Virgin Mary. 

III. That Christ offered up Himself as a sacrifice 
to satisfy divine justice and to reconcile 

us to God. 

IV. That on the third day He rose again from the 
dead with the same body with which He suffered, 
with which also he ascended into Heaven, and 
there sitteth at the right hand of His Father, 
making intercession. 

V. That Our Lord Jesus showed His power and love 
by working miracles. Tnis working was not 


contrary to nature, but superior to it." 


And in the next year, 1924, the Baptist Bible 
Union adopted a creed of nine famous points. To give 
the general tone of these points, one need but be here 
mentioned; 

"That Christian Baptism is the immersion in 
water...fnat it is prerequisitive of a church relation 
««eWe believe in the bodily resurrection of Christ.. 
And that He will return ' in like manner' literally, 
personally and bodily, back to the earth'". 
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The peril of this formulation of religion lies 
benind the word in the quality of the mind which gave 
them utterance. lf it were not for that, these famous 
points of religion would not be nearly so dangerous. 

As it stands now, one immediately becomes pariah if he 
refuses to comply. In this respect, there is a gross 
insult to one's personality by being treated with so 
little reverence. I fear institutionalism behind these 
formulations. Man is made for the church is the present 
sense of value. For example we have this case as an 
illustration: Dr. Clarence E. Macartney, in a plea to 
exclude those who deny the orthodox faith, said: 


"But if they do not withdraw, and if 
they persist in their defiance of the 
church, then, if the Presbyterian church 
is to enaure, it must proceea against 
them. No church can endure half ration- 
alistic and half evangelieal. Nor can . 
there be any true peace with these two 
parties in the same church...Presbyter- 
ians...are ready to receive into their 
churches all those whom they believe 
Christ will receive into His kingdom," 


And Reverend G.W. McPherson, in a pamphlet, "strongly 
recommended by Rev. James Gray of the Moody Bible Ins- 
titute", and other Fundamentalist leaders," makes a vig-. 
orous attack upon ‘the new theology’ as taught at Union 
Seminary, Harvard, Yale, University of Chicago, Colgate, 
Rochester, Newton, and Crozier',." 

Well, perhaps these men 


are right in their meaning, and in their spirit. _ 
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Of course, if the Fundamentalists are more vital in 
their way of interpreting Jesus than the Modernists 
are in theirs, the former will wipe the latter off of 
the religious map and that,rightly so. However, if 
the Modernists are trying to make the religion of 
Jesus more real and vital to contemporary life, the 
Fundamentalists will have no issue to pick. But 
what is important for consideration is that intolerance 
which treats personality with contempt, brings nothing 
to good end, but it usually ends in great harm to 
the welfare of man. Christendom today would do well 
to follow Paul's instructions, at least in spirit if 
not in letter, when he spoke to the Corinthians: "Broth- 
ers, for the sake of our Lord Jesus Christ, I beg of 
you all to drop these party-cries. There must be no 
cliques among you: you must regain your common temper and 
attitude." I. Cor. 1, 10. "...you are still worldly. 
For with jealousy and quarrels in your midst, are you 
not worldly, are you not benaving like ordinary men." 
i Cor, 144%, 5 
Unless society will allow the individual to live 

freely according the inwara law of nis nature, he will 
be at the mercy of exteranl authority. 

"For this is the covenant I will make with the house 
of Israel when that day comes, said tne Lord: 

I will set my laws within their mind, 
inscribing them upon their hearts: 

I will be a God to them, 
and they shall be a people to me; 

one citizen will no longer teach his fellow,

It justifies 
and holds together more baseness, cruelty and abominat- 
ion than any other sort of error in the world," * 

"The race problem is fundamental; and it is funda- 
mental simultaneously in the fields of ethnology, soci- 
ology, psychology, economics, ethics, and religion. 
Geographically worldwide in itsrange, it affects the 
future of the life of men of every continent," ** 

Again, " It is a problem of tne clasn of aifrer- 
ing standards and codes of morals and of manners, of 
cleanliness, and of cost of living, -- indeed of dif- 
fering conceptions of civilization itself,-- in a world 
where modern transport is throwing men of all races 
into each other's immediate presence. It is a problem 
of conflicting claims--claims to rights in territory 
and to the use of native language; on the one hand, 
claimes to political authority and to self-determinat- 
ion on the other. It is a problem in the inherent ed- 
ucable capacity of some races. It brings into view 
inquiry as to the practicability of equality and justice 
in a complex world. Most of all for the Christian in- 
dividual and the Christian society of the Church, it 
presents the question; Which is to triumph, the ine- 
radicable actual physical facts of biological difference, 
or the spiritual fact of the unity of man as created in 
God's image? On the issue of that conflict the future 


of the human race depends."

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It is also to be noted that " This relationship of 
the white and other races nas since the beginning of our 
century transformed the face of the world, Ina single 
generation mankind has experienced ideas as revolutionary 
as those which occupied over three centuries of Europe's 
life in the periods of the Renascence, the Reformation, 
and the French Revolution. By far swifter processes and 
on @ planetary scale, violent movement of life has impel- 
led every considerable section of the human race into 
vehement racial self-consciousness. Among these revo- 
lutionizing movements are tne leaven of tne Western 
spirit of nationality throughout the whole world; the 
shattering of ancient traditional habits of thought and 
life by modern invention and especially by world trans- 
port of goods, people and ideas by ocean liner, railway, 
motor, aeroplane, cable, or wireless; the impact of the 
World War; the usdaen emergence and spread of bolshevism

And Abdullah Yusuf Ali, LL.M., C.B.E., describes

Colossal as these divisive barriers between the 
races may be, Jesus transcended them all. In his own 
community, he shocked the people by mingling freely 
with ' outcasts ' and ' inferiors ' of other races. In 


fact, he choose an alien Samaritan as the hero of one 
(Page 243) An Outline of Our Civilization” Volume V. Etc. 
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of his most significant parables. Yet, some of the 
present attitudes of contemporary Christianity towards. 
other races, as can be seen from the hurried survey 
following, appear to have little in common with those 
of Jesus. 

The problem seems to have little to do with locat- 
ion. The matter of minorities of one race relative to 
another is by far the more serious. Of the one billion 
nine hundred million people in the world today, the 
‘'Nordic" group is the largest. The population of the 
world may be proportioned to the various races as fol- 
lows: 750 million whites; 550 million yellow; 450 mil- 
lion brown; and I50 million blacks. From this it is 
not hard to see the reason for the 'Nordic' feeling of 
superiority. to show something of what this is like, 
this extract from a publication made by the White 
Society in 1923: 

"The woite race has founded all civili- 
zations...The Negro has not had, and cannot have, a part 
in progressive civilization...Tnat the coloured races do 
not originate is the most solemn fact of human history, 
the only fact that bodes i111 for the future...A race 
devoid of creative genius is an unfit type so far as pro- 
gress in civilizetion is concerned....Civilization nas 
never survived intimate and prolonged contact with col- 
oured races...If we do remove the Negro, our civilization 
is to imrease, and our future belongs to God...The 
white man is the sun that lights the world; the lustre 
of other races is but reflected glory. The white man 1s 
in fact what the negrophilist is in theory--the voice 
of the Almighty upon earth."

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Axaggerated as this may be, it neverthless presents a 
current attitude which has killed its thousands. For 
the year I9I9, in Chicago alone, there were 38 killed, 
537 injured, and I000 rendered homeless through race 
riots. From the year I888§ to 1925 there have been 
4,200 versons lynched in the United States. And of 
these, Negroes numbered 3, 182. Pephanin. if the 
blacks had been in the majority, this number would have 
been reversed, It is well to report that lynchings 
heve fallead somewhat in recent years. In 1928 only 
eleven were killed and most of them were negroes, to be 
sure. | 

Grimness and cruelty of a most savage degree are 
usually connected with these racial conflicts. An 
eyewitness describes a scene which took place near Waco 
Texas where a young Negro man assaulted and murdered a 
white woman and who was tnen captured and burned to 
death by a mob in the presence of nearly ten thousand 
people: 

"The mob ripped the boy's clothes off...Someone 
cut his ear off; someone else unsexed him...He was low- 
ered into the fire several times by means of a chain 
around his neck...About a quarter past one a fiend 
got the torso lassoed it, hung a rope over the pummel 


of a saddle, and dragged it around through the streets 
of Wago." 
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The following scene, which took place in Little 
Rock, is described by an Associated Press dispatch, 


May 5, 1927: "The mob, together with posses of of- 
ficers, pursed Carter into a forest and captured him, 
The mob numbering several hundred persons, then took 
charge of the Negro, henged him from a telepnone pole, 
riddled the body with bullets, cut it down and tied it 
benind an automobile, which dragged it through the 
principle business thoroughferes. It was later satur- 
ated with gasoline and burned ina street bordering 
on the Negro section," 


The Current Opinion, July 1919, describes sa race 
war wnich took place in East St. Louis, as follows: 


“Phen hell broke loose. For the greater part 
of thirty-six hours, Negroes were hunted though the 
streets like wifld animals. A black skin became a death 
warrent. Man after man, with hands upriased, pleading 
for hie life, was surrounded by groups of men who had 
never seen him before and wno knew nothing about him 
except that he was black, and stoned to death...An 
aged.Negro, tottering from weakness, wa s seazed and 
hanged to a pole. Three million dollars' worta of 
property was destroyed." 


Perhaps, the only part which Jesus would have 
in a situation like this would be to take the place 
of one of those who became avictim to the mob, re- 
gardless of color. What does society do about these 


outbreaks? Listen: "Rarely are the members of a mob 
sought out and prosecuted even when they have partici- 
patedin murder, undisguisaned and in full daylight, 
and only in few isolated cases has any lyncher ever 
been punished." ** This was signed by such men as 
William H. Taft, Elihu Root, Cuarles W. E jot, and 
President Roesevelt. 

Silence from sociéty seems to be 


consent upon such conduct as this. Organized Christ- 

ianity seems to be ineffective in doing anything to 

stop these occurances.

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To be sure, it is hard for a minority to go against 
the general average. Tais, for one thing, helps to ex- 
plain why Coristianity is so ineffective. And the vigor 
of Christianity is lessened by the fact that ' the spirit- 
ual forces of evil, such as race prejudice , often sit 
in tne chief places of euthority.! Mir. Abdullah Y. Ali 
has given clear expression of this in the following de- 


scription of Christendom, which he says to be ",.that 
atmosphere of private, social, and public life which 

owes its origin to modern European civilization. In 

this way we apply the word Christendom to just those 
circles of South Africa which reflect European life in 
that tract, but exclude from it those other circles in 
the same tract which are ruled by different cultural 
and racial ideas, eventhough the prevailing religion in 
the circle may call itself by the name of Christianity" #* 


This is a strong indictment, but it is nevertheless 
true to the facts of the situation. Without compro= 
mising this frank indictment, the following may go a 


little way towards clarifying the situation: "The fact 
that the nations which have called themselves Christian 
have themselves gone far to create the problem and to 
exacerbate the whole situation is due not to therCnrist- 
ianity, but. to their manifest failure to apply their 
Christianity, or even to begin to understand its bear- 
ing on the problem. Christendom has no Single mind upon 
the race problem and, as a world force, has developed 

no common policy. Yet there lies within the teaching 

of the New Testament the truth that can make the world 
free from the race peril,''**

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What Abdullah Y. Ali has said about local circles 
could as well be applied to international relations, 
Not long ago I saw a motion-picture called “From Kraal 
to Mine and from Mine to Kraal" which snowed how England 
was making use of the native blacks by putting them to 
work in the diamond mines in South Africa. At the same 
time missionaries were sent among them to preach tihem 
the Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ. Many rationalisat- 
ions and defenses can be made in this treatment and 
perhaps the strongest and most comuon is the one which 
Says that the negro is being civilized and lifted, 
Yet this may be merely a better metnod of getting more 
labor from them. To me, at least, it appeared in all 
respects like the exploitation of a weaker people by 
a stronger one. w»ituations of this type could easily 
be multiplied. The other Sunday morning I neard Dr. 
Robert Speer say to a large congregation in San jrancisco 
that California oranges and olives have ruined village 
efter village in the Orient, especially in Asia Minor. 
dere we see where one race has crushed and Oppressed 
another race through the economic system and through 
Superior intelligence, perhaps. Nevertheless, it is 


one and the same thing. In individual cases and in 
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social situations extending to national dimensions, 

from the least even unto the greatest, does this 

race virus exist. There has been some effort made to 
stop this curse. The Ku Klux Klan which has grown 

upon this soil, is now happily on the decline. Such 

& world-wide radiation of influences as those of the 
Commission on Inter-racial Co-operation is the United 
States, which beginning in Atlenta in I9I9 has spread 
through the entire South, is one example out of a 
multitude illustrating this most promising development. 
They lead us on to the conviction that, stupendous as 
the race problem is in its range and menace, it is still 
possible for man to compass its solution through the 
release of the organized forces of good will, guided 
and energized by the supernatural purpose and power of 
God. * "But after all these gains have been taken into 
account the relations between the races in the United 
States are still appallingly bad. In the South the Negroes 
are victimized in a thousand ways; on the Pacific Coast 
the Orientals are subjected to numerous discriminations 
end insults; everywhere Jews and the newer immigrants 
are treated wita scorn and contempt. Tne great majority 
of native-born white Protestants in the United States 
have failed to follow the example of Jesus in treating 


members of all races as kinsmen and members of a common 
household." ##

Our present system of punishment seems to be 
based upon the old primitive law of ' an eye for 


an eye, and a tooth for a tooth rather than upen 


the Christian conception of punishment. et it 
not be understood that Christianity is a plea for 
any soft sentimentality in this matter. It rather 
goes to tne heart of real punishment. It will pick 
the criminal out and make ' short shrift ' of hin, 
but not in the spirit of retaliation or revenge. 
None of that? Christianity in reality is not too 
stupid to see that the old method of ' tit for tat' 
is a failure in dealing witn tne problem of punish- 
ment. It is too bad that popular Christianity does 
give its consent to the existing custom, but it does 
that because it is not really Christian.

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The State still thinks it best to punish a murderer 
with murder and it fails to see that in doing that it 
becomes a murderer as well. Hence we commit crime 
in punshing crime and thus providing a fertile soil 
for the increase of crime. That is one of the unalter- 
able laws of the universe. "Wardens of some penitent- 


iaries," 


says Dr. Tolson, " still carry on as if they 
thought that they could reform men by brutal means. 
Some States still murder murderers in the futile attempt 
to cure the evils of murder." * Mr. Lawes, who has for 
more than twenty years been the warden at Sing Sing 
Prison, New York City, relates ina series of articles 
of his which ran in the World's Work wagazine during 

the Winter of 1928 and 1929, that in a certain county 
of the State of New York the number of murders only 
increased after the first case of capital punishment. 
Like begets like. This method is defeating the very 

end of the State which is to protect life against the 
criminal and other hostile people. It is commonly taken 


for granted that the principle of Jesus in this matter 


is absolutely impracticable. But it has not been given

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a chance. And it is quite obvious that the present 
system does not work. Yet support for it is not found 
lacking from organized religion today. "The murderer 
ae forfeited his life in tne taking of the life of 


another," 


said a certain Christian. "Let the punishment 
fit the crime and prove a warning to all malefactors." 
Another said that "We must terrorize tne criminals as 
they are attempting to. terrorize us." "It is the finali- 
ty of tne death penalty woich instiles fear into the 
heart of every murderer, and it is their fear of punish- 
ment whicn protects society", still another Cnristian 
affirms. “I believe society should have no hesitation 
in springing the trap every tine tne noose can be put 
around a murderer's neck," * Mr. Kirby Page says of 
an experience of his in speaking on the Sacco-Vansetti 
trial in a mid-Western city that "Many of the most ear- 
nest Christians in tne congregation were nighly indig- 
nant that a plea against the execution of ' dangerous 
end subversive’ persons shoulda be made from the pulpit 
of their church. For days these religious people gave 
vent to their feelings of resentment against those 
who sought to abolish the death penalty. "*# 

Which of these is nearer to the spirit anda teachings 


of Jesus is clear to the writer of this thesis. ‘Those 


who were with Kirby Page belongea to the minority.

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Organized Christianity, as it appears, seems to know 
very little or notning of the forgiving spirit which 
Jesus has so well set forth in his parable of the 
umerciful servant ,according to tne Gospel of Matthew; 
xvilis 23-25. It was largely due to the fulfillment 
of this teaching which made Abraham Lincoln great, 

A young man, Roswell McIntyre, by name, deserted the 
Union Forces during the Civil War. He was caught and 
condemned to die, the usual penalty for such a crime. 
He did make a plea for another chance and it was upon 
this that President Lincoln pardoned him: 


"Executive Mansion, 
Octh-4, F864. 


Upon condition that Roswell McIntyre of Co. E, 6th 
Reg't of New York Cavalry, returns to nis Regiment and 
faitnofully serves out nis term, making up for lost 
time, or until otherwise discharged, he is fully par- 
doned for any supposed desertion neretofore committed, 
end this paper is his pass to go to nis regiment. 

Abranam Lincoln." 

At the battle of ‘Five Forks', Virginia, Roswell 
McIntyre proved true to tne trust confided in him 
by going through to a finish. That is Christianity. 
And that is love though it may sound like clemency. 

Of course, to resort to this sort of action in the 


punishment of crime without love would be clemency 


indeed. However, we are able to witness progress 
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as the following will snow: "every modern penologist 
has discarded the idea that tne state nas a right to 
take vengeance on a criminal. In place of tne old 
theory that the man must be punished, ' an eye for an 
eye', has come the new theory that society must be 
protected by the segregation of anti-social men, and 
that in that segregation every means must be used tnat 
will help in the reform of the criminal. Not vengeance 
on, but transformation of tne malefactor is the modern 
principle, too recently grasped yet to have been 
wrought fully into our institutions. All juvenile 
courts, nowever, all systems of inaeterminate sentence 
and parole, all reformatory methods in the prisons, 

ean that the state is accepting the principle of Jesus, 
and is growing magnenimous toward its enemies. Said 
Dr. Samuel J. Barrows, one of the foremost criminalo- 
gists, 'We speak of Howard, Livingstone, Becaria, and 
others as great penologists who nave profoundly in- 
fluenced modern life; but tne principles enunciated 
and the methods introduced by Jesus, seem, to me to 
stamp him as the greatest penologist of any age. de 
nas needed to wait, however, nearly twenty centuries 

to find his principles and methods recognized in modern 
law and penology:i" * : 

And now that.the principles of 


Jesus are being recognized, may they more and more 
become anintricate part of the actual dealings of the

The Peculiar Character of Christianity. 


Coristianity is but one of the several great religions 


of the world. And a question naturally arises as for what 
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reason it should be chosen in preference to Buddhisn, 
Jainism, Zoroastrianism, Bahaism, Judaism, or Hindu- 
ism? And to convince some folks on this choice would 
be impossible. Nevertheless, there is a distinguish- 
ing element in Christianity which, at least in some 
ways, these other religions do not emphasize. That: 
all of the great living religions of the world grew 
out of mans' experience and spirit is quite true. 
Furthermore, each great religion has its own peculiari- 
ties and distinguishing characteristics. That goes 
without saying. Buddhism is not Christianity and 
Christianity, not Buddhism and perhaps, never can the 
twain be identified, ee we must be careful in making 
a distinction between Christianity and Christendom. 
Perhaps the same could be said of Buddhism and India. 
There are many parallels between the great religions. 
Not very long ago, a Brahmin, after hearing about 
Jesus Christ, exclaimed: "0 Jesus, thou art the only 
Budaha." From a psychological point of view this might 
easily be explained. Other factors enter in, to be 


sure. But another question arises when this statement 
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made by the Brahmin were reversed as to read: "O 
Buddha, thou are the only Christ." Even to a degree 
that would be true. Much of their spirit and some 
of their respective teachings could be found to have 
somewhat in common. Still, tnis is not going far 
enough. 

Then what is the superior claim of Christianity? 
Has Christianity miracles to point to? So has Bud- 
Ghism. Has Christianity a divine book to fall back 
upon for its superior claim? So nas Jainism. dHas 
Christianity some outstanding éthical teachings to 
refer to? So has Hinhuism. Has Christianity a great 
culture or a great church to credit itself with? 
So has Mohammedanism. Or has Christianity a divine 
person to lift up as a claim for its superiority? 
And so has Buddhism. Perhaps in none of these things 
hes Christianity anything to offer. And the more 
one thinks about this problem the more complicated 
it becomes. And sometimes we do well eby ase ne real 
fundamental difference between Christianity and the 
other great religions of the world outside of being 
@a mere relativity in degree. But that is not enough. 


Somehow, the relativity must be itself qualified, and 
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no doubt, there would be many to rush in with the 
answer. And it igs reasonable to say that tnere is 
an answer. There is one supreme trait wnich comes 
to the alert mind when he reads life of Jesus as 
recorded in the New Testament of the Bible which 

ne will find lacking in the lives of the religious 
founders of Buddhism, dinduisa, Jainsim, Zoroastrian- 
ism, Bahaism, Judaism, or Taosim. And that is the 
great value which Jesus places upon the person. No, 
to say that these other religions do that, would be 
false to the facts. That tnere are certain vestiges 
akin to this in these other religion may be true; 
but seer is nothing of the outstanding conscious 
emphasis placed upon personality or ' soul' as there 
is in Christianity. Here we find Christianity. 's 
holy ground. And it is a crusade against anything 
that would desecrate the soul. Well, almost im- 
mediately, one can see what Christianity has in its 
keeping that will revolutionize the present world 
with widespread disrespect for personality into a 
ee world of a very different nature. Christianity 
would be the first to become Christianized merely 


by virtue of its having failed in its treatment of 
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man. In the early centuries of Christianity, one by 
the name of Celsus, a pagan, poured out his criticism 
upon this religion because of its excessive valuat- 
lon of the human soul. It is because of this that 
Christianity meets with nostility from the mass judg- 
ments of every age. We are here referring to real 
Christianity and not its shadows or caricatures. Our 
ei¥iliaed systems heve in nearly- every instance been 
a frank denial of this value. That explaines for the 
non-conformity of Christianity to the usual social 
Standards. Jesus bore the brunt of the bitterest 
feelings of his generation in this matter. One time 
he did tell the Jews that "Ye are gods" for which he 
was immediately accused of blasphemy. And after 
preaching his first sermon in which he made reference 
to God's impartial respect for personality by tell- 
ing his congregation that Naaman, who was not a Jew, 
was cured of nis leperosy while there were many in 
Israel who were not, he was nearly aapRed to death. 
His congregation did not come up to him to shake his 
hands nor to tell him what a wonderful sermon he had 
preached. There was none of that. He was accused 

of having a devil, and finally his life was snuffed 


out. He stood out, one against the whole field, 
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What society was trampling under foot, Jesus bid 
his life for. Society would stone a victim of mans' 
lusts; Jesus would save the victim. Is that soft 
sentimentalism? The world of his day said: "Man was 
made for the Sabbath, for the Synagogue, for the Law, 
for the State, and for the " tithing of mint and anise 
and cummin." Jesus turned this around. "For what is 
&@man profited if ne snall gain the wnole world and 
lose his own soul? or what shall a man give in ex- 
change for his soul?" Matt. xvi: 26. Emerson nas 
it that Jesus "Alone in all history estimated the 
greatness of man." Profane history and social custom 
places greatness outside of man. They make him 
drunk with the ' sight of power, pomp, and glory ' 
until he thinks that life consists in the abundance 
of the things which it possesses. The individual 
is but a pawn in the big game of life. Society 
usually takes the wrong nandle of all good things to 
prove its case. Modern astronomy has man almost in- 
Significant amid the infinite expanse of tne universe, 


Then what is man that we should be mindful of him? 
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But Jesus would say that man has been created but a 
little lower than the angels. He would say, no 
doubt, astronomy has made man appear very insignifi- 
cant, but what about the astronomer who has made the 
new astronomy? It is the physical universe which 
the astronomer sees through his telescope which is 
the more wonderful, or the astronomer who does the 
seeing? Well, most of us would yet say that man 

is the supreme creation in the universe, anyway , 
most of us would say this in our better moods. Here 
he can find a big divergence in Buddhism which nas 

&@ pessimistic conception of man. It will go far 
enough to say, ‘What is man that thou art mindful of 
nhim'. All life is illusion and vanity. That is one 
side of the truth, but it is not all of the truth. 
Buddhism is negative towards making any crusade to 
better social conditions, while Christianity is posi- 
tive and militant. Caristianity makes life an adven- 
ture into the 'unsearchable riches of Christ' which 


naturally creates interest in life. 
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It is due to the great value placed upon the soul 
of man, that Christianity places such a profound in- 
terpretation upon immortality. It does not argue im- 
mortality. It naturally takes immortality with as- 
surance following upon its high valuation of person- 
ality. To spend one's life sewing diamonds upon tis- 
Sue paper would be utterly futile and inconsistent. 
It is because personality is eternal and not confined 
to dissolution with the physical element that men 
do struggle, suffer, toil, and sacrifice--they are 
not sewing diamonds on tissue paper. Other religions 
have held to a belief in immortality but not with 
the pronounced emphasis with which Cviseud't vena nt looks 
upon the question. It is life, itself, which Christ- 
lenity goes to first of all. Materialism would re- 
solve the universe and man into mere atoms. Spirit- 
uals values become doomed. Life is made but a means 
to material ends and out this topsy-turvy conception 
of values come most of our social maladjustments. Do 
not men go to war and kill each other because they 
value economic gaines more than human values? Do 


we not have fearfully gross inequalities in our eco- 
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nomical situation because monetary values are placed 
above human values? That this is true goes without 
Say. And it is here that humanity stands at the 
cross-roads of its far-sundered destinies. Upon the 
choice of which will depend either the weal or woe 
of civilization. St. Paul was getting at the same 


problem when he wrote to the Galatians; "For the pas- 
Sion of the flesh is egainst the Spirit, and the pas- 
Sion of the Spirit against the flesh--the two are 

at issue, so that you are not free to do as you 
please. Now the deeds of the flesh are quite obvious, 
such as sexual vice, impurity, sensuality, idolatry, 
magic, quarrels, dissension, jealousy, temper, riv- 
alry, factions, party-spirit, envy, murder, drinking 
bouts, revelry and the like, ( The writer tekes 

the ‘term flesh' in a broad sense, namely that of 
materialism.) But the harvest of the Spirit is love, 
joy, peace, good temper, kindliness, generosity, 
fidelity, gentleness, self-control:-there is no law 
against those who practise such things." Gal.v: I7-26. 


Relative to our problem, President Henry C. King 


has given the answer: "The principle of reverence 

for personality is the ruling principle in ethnics, 

and in religion; it constitutes, therefore, the 

truest and highest test of either an individual or 

@ Civilization; it has been, even unconsciously, the 
guiding and determing principle in all human: progress; 
and in its religious interpretation, it is, indeed j 
the one faith that keeps meaning and value for life,.* 


That is the genius of Cnristianity and it has in it 
the principle which will solve most of the human 


ills in the world if it be but tried,

Is Our Progress Real or Werely Phenomenal? 

Is Our Civilization Based Upon an Off-center Scale 
of Values? 

That tremendous strides forward have been made 
in certain directions is not open for question. And 
some of the recent gains in Christendom are encourag- 
ing. dowever, inspite of all our progress we may 
well ask ourselves why tnere are still so many dis- 
tressing social conditions with us. Ana it is a 
matter of question whether there ever was a time in 
the nistory of the world when hunger ( Seaicat oe 
diseases, bad housing, poverty, and physical pain 
and suffering were as bad as they are today? The 
investigation made in Part II of this thesis gives 


an insight into this matter. Here we are to question 
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our progress from a philosophical standpoint and 
that with the historical method. 
First of all, Dean William H. Hutten, of Win- 


chester, after his study of history affirms that "it 
is impossible to deny that the whole tone of semlar 
life was raised by the definite adoption of the be- 
lief in immortality, responsibility, righteousness, 
and judgment. No one who has seen in modern times a 
Christian district that one was daeathen and compared 
it with a neighboring one, where animal sacrifices 
prevail, where hideous idols are worshipped and vices 
practiced which Christianity looks on with horror, 
can doubt the beneficent effect of Christ's religion," * 


At least for particular communities, wr. Hut- 
ten's description is correct. However, taking our 
new civilization at large, the old savage may still 


be dominant so that we nave a situation like this: 
"False ideas of life, idolatry whether to fetishes 
in Africa or to money here, irreligion in all its 
manifold and blighting forms, are destroying person- 
ality from witnin, and from without sweatshops, ten- 
ements, war, the liquor traffic, industrial inequity, 
are engaged in the same task of ruin." *#* 


And Dr. Folkes Jackson gives us a most astound- 
ing comparison between this century and the second 


century of the Roman Empires: 

"It was a vulgar age, if 
possible more vulgar than ours. Immense fortunes were 
suddenly made by those who haa no conception of the 
proper use of wealth. Tne financier was all powerful 
and controlled markets. Huge amphitheaters, baths, 
mausoleums were being erected. Works of utility were 
undertaken on a gigantic scale. Never were riches and 
poverty in sharper contrast. The slaves were at times 
ruthlessly worked to death in gangs employed by 
capitalists as careless of their welfare as any grasp-

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ing exploiter of labor in modern times. On the other 
hana the millionaries of the day were generally freed 
slaves. These usually were most given to grinding 

the faces of the poor, Amid all the cruelty of society 
there was no lack of noble sentiment about the rights 
of man, but some wnose language was most eloquent 

were harshest in exacting their rights." * 


From this description of a mucn earlier civilization 


than our own, one can see history repeating itself 


e 


with perhaps a little more external polish than the 
formere One cannot escape relativity in the nistor- 
icel method. The question is, what if man does gain 
the whole world but still wana aes within a victim 
to prejudice, pust, pessimism, POE et: What shall 
it profit nim? A recent writer goes as far to say 
that the primitive African savage is nearer to the 
heart of God and knows God better than the average 
Christian today. Emerson seems to have a grasp of 


the situation when he says that “Society never advances. 
It receds as fast on one side as it gains on the other. 
Its progress is only apparent, like the workers of 

a treadmill. It undergoes continual changes; it is 
barbarous, it is civilized, it is Christianized, it 

is rich, it is scientific; but this change is not 
amelioration. For everything that is given, something 
is taken. Society acquires new arts and loses old 
instincts. What a contrast between the well-clad, 
reading, writing, thinking American, with a watch, a 
pencil, and a bill of exchange in his pocket and the **

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naked New Zealander, whose property is a club, a spear, 
@mat, and an undivided twentieth of a shed to sleep 
under. But compare the health of the two men, and 

you shall see that his aboriginal strength the white 
man has lost." 


"The civilized man has built a coach, but nas 
lost the use of his feet. His notebooks impair his 
memory; his libraries overload his wit; the insurance 
office increases the number of accidents; and it may 
be a question whether machinery does not encumber; wheth- 
er we have not lost by refinment some energy, by a 
Christianity intrenched in establishments and forms, 
some vigor or wild virtue. For every stoic was ea 
Stoic; but in Christendom where is the Christian?" 


"Society is a wave. Tne wave moves Onward, but 
the water of which it is composed, does not. The 
Same particle does not rise from tne valley to the 
ridge. Its unity is only phenomenal". 


Of course " The differences between the succes- 
Sive generations are profound and radical. If a man 
had knowledge and imagination enouga to see in pano- 
rama the changes since Jesus was on earth; if he could 
not only watch the outward events of passing dynasties 
and fortunes in war, but could enter into the thoughts 
of each new century as it came, its social ideals, its 
Scientific conclusions, its political beliefs, its 
philosophies and theologies, what bewildering kaleid- 
oscopic changes would pass before him! All the dif- 
ference between autocracy and demoeracy, between a 
flat earth under the upturned bowl of the sky and the 
new universe of unimaginable distances, between miracl=- 
es and rerular law, between Greek metaphysics and the 
new philosophies would be there,"# 


But nas the state 
of mans' inner nature changed? ‘That is the vital 
matter. Through all of the outward and inward changes 


of humanity, Christ remains the same. His quality

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overpasses time and space. It must be this which Emerson 
has in mind. And we could refer the following expres- 
sion by Horace Bushnell which is: “woere the pivot of 
righteousness is borken, the scales needs slide off 

their balance," to the same thing. It 1s without tais 
guality that no real progress is possible no matter 

woet the external accumulations may be. A whole 
civilization may be as John H. Finley describes: 

"Phe wnole development of human culture apart 
from Jesus Christ has grown from the roots of self-in- 
terest and self-regard. Ambitions for thelr own suc- 
cess and happiness have often required wen to make 
their environment more auspicious, ana to that end 
they have co-operated socially with those who could 
take benefit from what would also advantage them. 

Meny efficient civilizing movements have thus grown 
into great corporate power. But the main purpose of 
pbuilding a civilization that would do the other man 
petter service and afford him finer opportunity is 
gomething which was never heard of in this world 
until Jesus Christ came--and nas not been acted upon 
over-much since..."* 

From this, it would not be going too far to 
add that ea great civilization may be thought of in 
the following terms: 

“Por the strength of the Pack is the Wolf, and 

the strength of the Wolf is the Pack." 
The personality values can be entirely subjugated to 
physical and sensuel pursuits. And because the 


ways of this universe refuse to be mocked or deceived,.

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Boccaccio tells a story of " a Christian woo wished 
to convert a Jewish friend to the true faith. Moved by 
his insistence, the Jew said that ne would go to Rome 
and see Cnristianity at its headquarters. The Christ- 
ian was much chagrined; he said to himself, so far from 
turning Cnristian, were he a Christian he would certain- 
ly become a Jew. But the Jew went and returnéd a Christ- 
ian, because he reasoned tnat a religion which could 
prosper in spite of tne evil lives and corruption of 
the papal Curia, must be the ' most true and holy of 
all Vite 

Again, "Speaking at the annual Buddha celebration 
at velcutta in 1924, Mahatma Gandhi said; ‘Hundreds of 
Coristian friends still consider trat I am a Christian, 
and some Cnristian friends do not even hesitate to as- 
cribe by implication cowardice to me and say to me, 

( We know you are a Caristian, but you ere afraid to 
own it. Why don't you come forward boldly and say that 
you believe in Jesus and his Salvation?).' He went on 
to Geclare: ' For me, however, I regard myself as one 
of the mumblest of Hindus, but the deeper I study 
Hinduism tne stronger becomes the belief in me that 
Hindusim is as broad as the universe, and it takes in 
its nold all that is good in the world. Sonmetning 
witnin me tells me tnat for all that deep veneration I 
show to the several religions, I am all the more and 
not tne less a Hindu, '"#* 


From these two quotations, many important infer- 
ences can be made. Perhaps one of the strangest would 
be that Cnoristianity is in itself a aA paeaien It nas 
been its own worst enemy up to the present moment. 

And there can be no doubt that its most subtle danger 
is that it does not live by the things it professes to 
believe in, Upon this matter, tne foregoing stories 
help to elucidate somewhat. However, an intelligent

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has given the following answer to this situation; "Judged 
by our actions", he said, " and by the way you live in 
these great cities of yours, you Christians believe in 
money. Money is not all you believe in, of course, but 
there is nothing else you believe in quite so firmly. 
The God of Jesus is your Sunday God: but on week-days 
you worship Memmon. You look upon the universe es con- 
taining an infinite number of potential dollars or 
pounds sterling, and the business of your lives is to 
turn those potential dollars or pounds into real ones. 
You don't really believe in the ultimate worthwhileness 
of anything else. Your great nations of the world 
are great organizations not for serving God, but for 
exploiting the universe. And since you can't help 
getting in one enother's way you learn to hate one 
another and go to war."* 

Or again, in the words of sydney 
Smith, when he explains some people's paetriotism:- 
“God save the King! in these tises too often means, God 
save my pension and my place, God give my sisters an 
allowance out of the Privy Purse, let me live upon the 
fruits. of other men's industry and fatten upon the 
plunder of the public." ** 


Christianity is guilty. Christians do make many 
beautiful professions of their belief in Jesus Christ, 
the Kingdom of Heaven, justice, merey, and lave, but 
in reality they do not live by these professions. What 
they live by and what is real to them is entirely dif- 
ferent. Sydney Smith's words surely fulfills the actual 
Situation in Caristianity. The general trend of most 
Christians is to use God as a bell boy to answer their 
many wnims. Money is the greatest desire in Christen- 
dom--God is supposed to help fetch it and if He doesn't

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the people will doubt His existence. Dr. Folkes Jackson 
presents a disturbing challenge to Christianity: "If 
Coristianity ever recovers the vigor it had in the first 
century it will fling itself against this belief in 
money with an ardor like that of Paul wnen he attacked 
the pagan cults of his day. It will be a terrible strug- 
gle and will call, just as in the old days, for neroic 
men and women to take their lives in their hands and 
care nothing for what happens to themselves. But the 
weapons of their warfare will be tne same that enabled 
Paul ana his companions to ' cast down the strongholds' 
that opposed them in the first century, not carnal 
weapons but spiritual. These heroic persons will not 

be mere fine talkers about rel#gion, any more than he 
was--for he had a great contempt for that sort of thing. 
They will be men and women who have seen, as he saw 
under different circumstences, that this world of money- 
mking in wich we are all immersed-is not the real world 
but only a half-real; that men in their true nature are 
citizens of a vaster commonwealth, of which the great 
nation on earth is no more than a symbol; that the 
citizenship of us all is in heaven; and that no earthly 
citizenship can be rightly fulfilled until its principles 
are drawn from the Hternal City of God, where there is 
neither circumcision nor uncircumcision, barbarian nor 
Greek, bond nor free."* 


Too often in nistory, our Caristianity has been 
like Toplady who sang "Rock of Ages" and then wanted 
to nave John Wesley tarred ana feathered. - It identi- 
fies God with its own self-interest and self-regard 
and whatever goes contrary to that is ' pariah’ ' or 
" anathema', In this we can see the Crusades, the 
Wars of Religion, the Inquisition, racial pre judice, 


marrow nationalism, industrial autocracy, and the like.

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When a good man like Jesus is crucified, things look: pret- 
ty dark, but when he is crucified unaer the notion of 
doing God a service, the case becomes unpardonable. War 
is always a bad thing, but when kt becomes a '‘noly war' 
it is much the worse. This is a strange duality of 
facts. Man has never been irreligious. All things that 
he has felt like doing, there was no lack of religion 
to back him up. And when religion became Christian, 
the lowest as well as the nighest elements in:numan life 
were thereby much more pronounced. What nistory re-. 
veals to us is not the lack of any religion, but that 
religion has been used badly for selfisn ends in life. 

From appearances, a culture may look good, but in 
reality it may be bad. Tne motives may be either high 
or low. Tnese words from our Lord are not without sound 
ground: "Many will say to me at that Day, ‘Lord, Lord, 
did we not prophesy in your name? did we not cast out 
daemons in your name? did we not perform many miracles » 
in your name?' Then I will declare to them, ' I never 
knew you: depart from my presence, you workers of iniquity.'" 
Matt: viis 23. 

And it is quite possible for a civilizat- 

jon to crucify Jesus Cnorist afresh and believe that it 


is doing God a service, In history, Nero stis upon the 


throne while Paul languisnes in prison. Constantine 
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is tne first greet representative figure of nationalized 
Christianity. He was tne first to replace the old pagan 
names of tne deities of Rome witn Christian names. In 
this respect, ne is still quite modern. He was soon 
made tne nigh priest of the Roman E-pire under tne title 
Pontifex Maximus. The Cross of Cnrist was used as a 
magic charm to help win battles. ~~ Soon efter Constant- 
ine was converted to Cnristianity, he put his new faith 
into prectice by putting his eleven-year old nephew to 
death, but murdering nis oldest son; ertepes: by suf- 
focating nis second wife to death, and tnen after nis 
death, ne was enrolled among the neatnen gods of Mt. 
Olympus. One early writer eulogized ite as follows: 

“Galilean, thou nas conquered! Tne ruler of 
the civilized world lays nis crown at tne feet of the 
crucified of Nazareth." 

Woat really nappened was tnat 

Constantine merely captured the church for nis empire. 
Ana from tnat time on, Cnristianity hes been used more 
or less as a ‘rubber stamp' to confirm toe actions of 
the state. And if it dia not do tnis, it became the 
state in tne name of Uhristianity. Evidence for this 
can be picked up from almost any period in history. As 


an example, let us take tne period of the Crusades. 
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Pope Urban II, before a large gatnering of people saids 
"If you must nave blood, bath your aanas in tne blood of 
infidels. I speak to youy narshly, because my ministry 
obliges me to do so: soldiers of hell become soldiers of 
the living God." And the people snoutea: "It is the 
will.of God," fhen in our own time, during the World 


War, there is plenty of evidence on hand. One or two 


instences will suffice here: "American Catholics will 
ever stand by the final decision of our Government, 
whethér it be for or against, war," writes a Catholic 
Bishop. Again, a Protestant bishop says: "To take the 
position that one will never again sanction or participate 
in any way, even'thougn it may be a war against evil , 
is to my mind foolish and unchristian." Dr. Hillis, one 
of the most renowned clergymen in this country anda of 
whom iheodore Roosevelt said: ' I would rather have Dr. 
Hillis as chaplain than any other man I know,' wrote in 
his book, ( The Blot on the Kaiser's Scutcheon ) these 
words; 

"These men ( former pacifists, etc.) feel that there 
is no longer any room in the world for the German... 
lovers of their fellow-men nave finally become perfect- 
ly hopeless with reference to tne German people. They 
have no more relation to the civilization of I918 than 
en orang-outang, a gorilla, a Judas, 4 hyena, a thumb- 
screw, a scalping knife in tne nands of a savage...IiIn 
utter dispair, tnerefore, statesmen, generals, diplo- 
mats , editors are not talking about tne auty of simply 
exterminating the German people. There will snortly 
be neld a meeting of surgeons in this country...Inese 
surgeons are preparing to edvocate the calling of world 
conference to consider the sterilization of tne ten 
million German soldiers, and the segregation of their 
women, that when this generation of German goes, civi- 
lized cities, states, and races may be rid of this ewful 
cancer that must be cut clean out of tne body of society."* 


Statements like tnis were not in the least uncommon 
during tne World War on botn sides. And tney speak 
loud enough without adding another word. In time of

The Crucial Problem of Adjusting the Spiritual 
Dynamies of Christianity to Contemporary Human Life, 


Mr. Niebuhr belives that religion is dying simply 
because of its failure to relate itself to progress 
in the affairs of men.* But this an old difficulty. 
The whole trend of the Christian Bible seems to be a 
sonticat between the old and the new--religion's fail- 
ure to relate itself to practical goodness in social 
affairs. Tne following indictment is typical of the 
prophets: 

"What unto me is the multitude of your sacri- 

fices? said Jehovah; I have had enough of the burnt-of- 


ferings of rams, and the fat of fed beasts; and I delight 
not in the blood of bullocks, or of lambs, or of he-

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goats. When ye come to appear before me, who hath re- 
quired this at your nand, to trample my couts? Bring 
no more vain oblations; incense is an abomination unto

Your new moons and your appointed feasts my soul hat- 
eth; they are a touble unto me; I am weary of bearing 
them. And when ye spread forth your wands, I will hide 
mine eyes from you; yea, when ye make many prayers, I 
will not hear; your hands are full of blood. Wash you 
ymake you clean; put away the evil of your doings from 
before mine eyes; cease to do evil; learn to do well; 
seek justice, relieve the oppressed, judge the fatner- 
less, plead for the widown." --Isa.

And this terrible indictment is not hard to paraphrase 


into modern significance and meaning: "“Wherewith shall 
I come before the Father of Jesus, and bow myself be- 
fore the God who is love? Shall I come before him with 
gorgeous ceremonies, witn elaborate rituals? Will the 
Father of all mercies be pleased witn thousands of re- 
peated credos or with ten thousands of eloquent sermons? 
Shall I give the bending of the knee for my transgress- 
ion, the offering of my purse for the sin of my soul? 
He nath shewed tnee, O man, what is good; and what 

doth the Father require of thee, but to do justly and 
to love kindness and to walk humbly with thy God?" 


That much of modern Christianity needs such instruct- 
ion is evident. A great deal of our religion may be 


described as Professor Rauschenbusch has done: "Religion 
in the past has always spent a large proportion of its 
force in doings that were apart from the real business 
of life, on sacrificing, on endless prayers, on travel- 
ing to Mecca, Jerusalem, or Rome, on kissing sacred 
stones, bathing in sacred rivers, climbing sacred 

Stairs, and a thousand things that had at best only an 
indirect bearing on the practical social relations be- 
tween men and their fellows." 


And it is thus that religion and life are ever in the 


danger of drifting apart which proves fatal to both.

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"“Pime makes ancient good uncouth", It is a tendency 
of human nature to settle itself down into customary 
ways and go to sleep--"Religion", said Karl Marx, " is 
the opiate of the people." While this does not sound 
well, it is nevertheless true, It is because Christ- 
ianity has so much concern for life, that it must also 
be concered with the forms which allow for the expres- 
Sion of life. Unless men build themselves more stately 
mansions for their souls, they must needs perish or at 
least, lose their better selves. But it is this that 
men fear to do. They do not like to tear up old homes 
for new onese Thus, if it were not for the compulsions 
of time and events, men would still be living ina 
flat world instead of a spherical one. But God pushes 
men out of toeir self-satisfied ways and tells them to 
move on. We are not here advocating a mere set of up- 
to-date opinions in religion which many use to pose in, 
There is any amount of intellectual excursion these days 
woich is taken to be a substitute for moral consecration. 
What we have is a situation like this: 

“What one fears about a modernist church like our 
own is that it may gather to itself many pwerful men of 
bus iness who will weZcome the intellectual adjustment 


of theology to the new knowledge, and will settle down 
saying, ‘This is the kind of church I can go to without 
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insulting my mind.' One knows however, that if Jesus 
should sit down with such a modernist churchman He would 
not spend so much time talking about tne intellectual 
readjustment as about the economic adjustment of His 
principles to modern business. 

"and if a man were going to be a Cnristian in ear- 
nest He would expect him to live in this present economic 
order discontented with its acquisitive greed, being 
in it but not of it, living above the average and ahead 
of the times, not content to get his ethical standards 
from the common practices, but trying to lift the commen 
practices toward more Christian standards." --Fosdick,. 
( Taken from a recent sermon which he preached in New 
York city < +) 


Religious experience is ever ‘the same. Outward 
forms change and it is the problem of intelligence to 
make the best possible adjustments so that mankind may 
better be served with the 'freedom wherewith Christ nas 
made us free’. "Across a chasm of eighteen hundred 
years," once said Napoleon, " Jesus Christ makes a de- 
mand which is above all other, difficult to satisfy. 

He asks for the human heart. Wonderful In defiance 
of time and space, the soul of man with all its powers 
becomes an annexation to the empire of Christ. Time, 
the great destroyer, is powerless to extinguish the 
sacred flame; time can neither exhaust its strength 
nor put a limit to its range." * 

Again, we can see a very good analogy in the pugil- 
istic instinct of man. The instinct remains the same. . 
The difference between the succeeding centuries is that 
of instrumentality. One uses bow and arrows, while the 
other may use a machine-gun.

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Christianity must cease specializing upon non- 
essentials and trivialities anda concern itself more 
wita the vital matters of civilization if it would 
know what is good for itself. Cnristianity has the 
vital principle for the amelioration of humanity. To 
be sure, it is quite revolutionary in its effects upon 
the ' status quo' But that is ' sine qua non' to 
the real prosperity of Christianity anda subsequently 
of civilization. The Cross is lifted over it and 
conflict lies in its wake. Cnristianity is still a 
crusade against chaos--"The voice of one erying in 
the wilderness, Make ye ready the way of the Lord, 
Make his paths straight. Every valley shall be filled, 
And every mountain and hill shall be brought low; And 
the crooked shall become straight, And the rough ways 
smooth; And all flesh shall see the salvation of 
God. Luke iii: 2. 

And we may conclude that the central passion of Christ- 
janity is to pray for and labor towards the coming of 
God's Kingdom in the world. With its spiritual re- 
source it must change the present unideal social order 
into the true brothernood of man.

If this | 
proportion held god for the entire — 
city it would mean 55,000 jobless — 
people in San Francisco and 10,- — 
000,000 unemployed in the nation. =~ 

A representative of the Labor — 
World obtained these figures with- 
out any attempt to pick or choose: 
among the 416 enumerators working — 
in San Francisco. The reports — 
cover districts scattered throughout — 
the city however. One district enu- a 
merator reports 157 persons listed, — 
and 25 unemployed; another 137 _ 
| listed with no unemployed. ‘

LONDON, Apr. 2—(UP)—Japan 
officially accepted the American 
naval proposals today, and the ses- 


sion of. the five-power conference, 
scheduled for Friday, was post- 


poned until next week to give fur- 
ther time for an Anglo- French se- 
curity agreement.

Conditions of Agreement Will 
- Insure Power of U. S. 
To Build Warships 


WASHINGTON, April 20.— 
(UP)—The five-power naval treaty 
to be signed Tuesday permits the 
United States to build its: warships 
in orderly manner without fear of 
being called into further naval con- 
sultation before the next conference 
in 1935, Senator Joseph T. Robin- 
ison said in a radio speech from 
London today.

The circumstances which led to the writing of this 
etter by a Roman Congregation, whose duty it 
F to deal with questions of general Catholic dis- 


tipline, must first be briefly told. 


} It so happened that in the Roubaix-Tourcoing 
istrict of Northern France difficulties of a rather 
ferious nature had arisen between Catholic em- 
floyers and employees, which at all events came 
a crisis during the year 1924. Since both par- 
es were apparently well organized the controversy 
jeduced itself into a dispute between the work- 
rs’ unions and the employers’ association. Spokes- 
an for the latter was M. Eugéne Mathon, Presi- 
ent of the Employers’ Textile Association. His 
arge was that Socialist activities had been mani- 
esting themselves in the Christian labor unions. 
n the name of his fellow employers the question, 
herefore, was appealed by him to Rome. 


Whatever the merit of his case, it was gratify- 
ng to note that this industrial leader, acting as 
he representative of a modern employers’ asso- 
liation, should look to the Church for a solution 
df an actual and critical industrial problem, and 

ould rest his case with the judgment of the proper 
icclesiastical commission. It was a due recogni- 
ion given to the full right and competency of the 
Phurch to speak with authority on a subject of 

is nature. 
| A careful investigation of the past activities of 

e Christian labor unions was undertaken. There 
was no hasty decision, for the answer did not appear 
nntil several years later, in 1928. In substance 
it was really a vindication of the workers’ organ- 
zations, although it found that individual members 
nay not have been without blame. 


M. Mathon, doubtless with the fullest convic- 
tion of the justice of his cause, had attacked the 
militant Catholic labor unionists in the Paris dailies, 
denouncing them as a menace to the social peace 
and welfare. He had further found fault with 
the priests who favored the organization of social 
unions and clubs. Finally he had come into con- 
flict with the Bishop of Lille himself, Msgr. Lién- 
hart, who had privately subscribed to a collection 
for the families of the Catholic labor unionists, 
reduced to ‘starvation by the shutting down of the 
Halluin factories in which many of them had 
been employed. The Bishop, as became a shepherd 
of Christ’s Flock, in a public letter answered 
M. Mathon’s attack by saying that to exercise char- 
ity to the poor and unfortunate was the first duty 
of the Church. 

To M. Mathon’s credit be it finally stated that 
the Bishop’s offer, thereupon, to arbitrate the con- 
troversy was.accepted by him and his fellow em- 
ployers, with the result that the strike or lock- 
out was happily ended. 

M. Mathon is just a typical instance of many 
a Catholic employer, in our own country, no less 
than in France, who under the same circumstances 
would have shared the same sentiments. Not all 
could possess his vivacity and aggressiveness, but 
neither would all possess his readiness to look to 
the Church for arbitration and to call upon her for 
a final decision in the fundamental point at issue, 
labor unionization. 

Like many. another prominent Catholic indus- 
trialist M. Mathon was able to see only the mote 
in his neighbor’s eye. ‘There was no objection to 
be found in employers’ organization, it was only 
labor organization that was all wrong. Rome, on 
the other hand, was able to perceive both the mote 
and the beam in the eyes of the respective con- 
testants. As for the immediate charge levelled 
against the definite Christian trade unions in 
M. Mathon’s industrial district it gave the follow- 
ing reply: 

“The Sacred Congregation feels bound to declare that 
in accordance with incontestable documents and the proofs 
it has collected, certain of the allegations made are exag- 
gerated, while others, the most grave, attributing a Marxist 
and State Socialist spirit to the trade unions, are unjust 
and wholly devoid of foundation.
